TWO YEARS’ OPERATION OF 
THE GERMAN POTASH LAW. 


The settlement of the protracted and 
complicated differences over the fulfill- 
ment of American potash contracts by 
the German syndicate is of such com- 
paratively recent date that the publica- 
tion of a bulletin in this number of the 
Reporter, based on a two years’ opera- 
tion of the German potash law, under 
which the issue was fomented and 
maintained, will undoubtedly serve to 
revive interest in a situation of con- 
siderable commercial and diplomatic 
moment to the two governments. 
While concessions were mutual in 
bringing the controversy to a close, 
the settlement did not leave the most 
creditable impression in this country, 
for American foresightedness and 
diplomacy had not reflected to best 
advantage either by the manner in 
which the contracts were entered into 
or by the terms governing the final 
adjustment, The news that two years’ 
experience with the German potash law 

“has developed certain shortcomings 
and has aroused strong criticism in 
the Fatherland may therefore prove 
something of a palliative to our sense 
of having been outmaneuvered in the 
settlement proceedings. In fact, the 
law seems to have worked out prac- 
tically along the lines that were fore- 
casted by the most vigorous opponents 
to its enactment, and the imperial 
government may find itself between 
the horns of a dilemma in any attempt 
to establish this important industry on 
a sounder economical structure and at 
the same time protect the investments 
of large numbers of thrifty subjects. 
The purposes for which the law was 
designed were drastic enough to bring 
to its support an element of forced 
convictions, for there were at stake 
primarily the annulment of the con- 
tracts’ made with American concerns 
by the potash mines of Aschersleben 
and Sollstedt under terms that had 
caused consternation among the owners 
of other mines in the empire, and, sec- 
ondly, the creation of a _ situation 
‘whereby ‘the industry was- to be 








brought under a regulation to insure 
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the conservation of the resources and 


‘to discourage the development of new 


mines. The principal purpose of the 
Jaw is now .a. realization, but through 
this coup may be traced the steps by 
which the. enactment may prove its 
own economical undoing. To appre- 
ciate the conditions of more pertinent 
significance regarding this question, it 
may be mentioned that while under the 
control of the government, the owner- 
ship of the potash mines in Germany 
is largely individual, a great percent- 
age of the people of all classes owning 
shares. Restricting the output was 
therefore calculated to assure a staple 
return on these investments, at the 
same time fulfilling the seemingly 
lauduble purpose of conservation. The 
allotment scheme was the dominating 
feature of the law. This was planned 
with such adroitness that the execu- 
tion of the American contracts with 
the Aschersleben and Sollstedt mines 
could not be accomplished without sub- 
jecting these mines to a surtax which 
would involve the American buyers to 
the extent of almost doubling the cost 
as. fixed by the contracts. 

So far as preventing the further de- 
velopment of the potash industry, the 


law has seemingly proved a failure, 
for the news bulletin tells of the 
marked increase in the number of 


mines contributing to the output, from 
55 to 68 in 1909-1910 to a prospective 
total of 97 mines at this time, while 
the number of mines engaged in sink- 
ing shafts has grown from 73 in 1911 
to 113 at present. The production dur- 
ing 1911 was heavier by 800,000 double 
hundredweight K2O than that of 1910, 
and with a further increase regarded 
as reasonably certain, the whole struc- 
ture seems to be resting on the most 
hazardous basis. As the bulletin sums 
up this phase of the subject:— 

“Ten double mines of working ca- 
pacity equal to those of Aschersleben 
and Sollstedt, with thirty shafts, would 
be able to supply potash to the whole 
world. Instead of this, however, we 
have to-day more than threefold num- 
ber of shafts in mining potash, the 
investment in which works has 
amounted to over a Dillion marks, 
whereas the same favorable result 
could have been obtained for possibly 
half the sum.” And further:—‘“The 
millions at present unnecessarily spent 
in opening new shafts could be utilized 
in the promotion of other industrial 
works: furthermore, a very consider- 
able. number of shafts, after being 
sunk and developed, will, in all likeli- 
hood, never be operated, at least to 
the extent of their full working capac- 
ity. Thus we are now compelled to 
sink new shafts simply in order to 
keep up. our share of production.” 

The Aschersleben mines, the bulletin 
stated, would soon have to sink two 
new shafts and fit up the grounds for 
them at an expense of four million 
marks, although it was proved during 
the struggle against the syndicate in 
1910 and 1911, that the owners could 
get along with the plant in operation 
and work it nearly to the extent of its 
present capacity. Other mines to keep 
up the quota had been compelled to 
increase their capital and issue bonds, 
With equipments for full working ca- 
pacity, the limitation upon the output 
of the mines must disastrously affect 
the cost of production, a fact that was 
proved by the operating results during 
the time when the American contracts 
were executed, the Aschersleben mines 
not then being members of the syndi- 
cate. At that time potash could be 
landed here at $22.50 a ton, while the 
present syndicate price is $38.55. The 
whole scheme is characterized as a 
squandering of national resources at a 
time when the heads of industrial un- 
dertakings were considering how they 
could limit credit and were sounding 
a warning note against excessive eco- 
nomical activity, owing to the fact that 
the investment of capital in Germany 
Was not keeping pace with the em- 
ployment of such capital. 

Since the enactment of the German 
potash law there has been all the 
keener incentive to break the practical 
monopoly enjoyed by that country in 
the industry and the most promising 
sources of: new production are in the 
United States and Canada. ft is but a 
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reasonable inference that these pros- 
pects*have quickened the development 
of the German potash resources. The 
artificial structure Germany has rear- 
ed, however, seems to be more threat- 
ened by material factors within the 
realm than by prospective conditions 
without, for the operation of the law is 
being subjected to growing criticism by 
the German press as perpetuating a 
situation which has been shorn of its 


primary objective and which in its 
present application typifies a most 
wanton violation of every known 
principle of political economy.

MINERAL OIL EXPORTS ON 
MORE FAVORABLE COM- 
PARATIVE BASIS. 


Of more encouraging significance are 
the returns of the mineral oil exports 
for April on the basis of comparisons 
with those for March, every description 
except crude showing gains, so that 
the aggregate for April stands 138,110,- 
320 gallons, valued at $9,381,140, as 
against 113,801,954 gallons ($7,611,747) for 
March. Last month’s record, however, 
is slightly disparaged when the statis- 
tics for April, 1911, are called into the 
reckoning, with a total of 139,839,548 
gallons, valued at $8,395,995. As has 
been the case in nearly every com- 
parison between the monthly exports 
so far this year and those of cor- 
responding periods in 1911, the current 
April figures indicate a marked de- 
crease in the illuminating oil move- 
ment. Last month we shipped 79,638,826 
gallons, while for April of last year the 
record shows 93,249,558 gallons. During 
the first four months of this year our 
illuminating oil exports have reached 
282,209,975 gallons, while for the same 
interval previously they amounted to 
842,378,970 gallons. On the basis of com- 
parison for the ten months of the last 
two fiscal years the lead is still main- 
tained for the later period by 835,876,147 
gallons, as against 811,085,041 gallons. 
The larger quantity comprised a valu- 
ation of $46,761,706, an average of 5.5 
cents per gallon, which compares with 


$45,651,470, or 5.6 cents per gallon 
formerly. For the ten months of the 
fiscal year ending April, 1910, the 


illuminating oil shipments were 827,- 
985,956 gallons, valued at $51,710,289, or 
6.2 cents per gallon: On the more re- 
cent data covering the fiscal year 
period, the illuminating product consti- 
tuted fifty-seven per cent. of the total 
mineral oil exports in value and nearly 
sixty-four per cent. in quantity. 

The continued gain in the foreign re- 
quirements of naphthas is a favorable 
feature of the. April report. Every 
comparison attests the heavier move- 
ment. Last month the total reached 
12,254,087 gallons, as against 8,383,982 
gallons during March and 11,109,868 gal- 
lons for April, 1911. The aggregate for 
the first four months of the year shows 
33,203,555 gallons, while for the same 
period in 1911 there were shipped 25,- 
613,293 gallons. The increase is em- 
phasized when the figures for the ten 
months of the fiscal years are consid- 
ered. For the current period the record 
indicates 93,418,523 gallons, valued at 
$8,238,592, an average of 8.8 cents per 
gallon, as compared with 65,195,043 gal- 
lons ($5,555,244), or 8.5 cents per gallon, 
and 46,683,798 gallons ($3,607,866), or 7.7 
cents per gallon, for the ten months 
ending April, 1911 and 1910, respectively. 
The naphthas represent about ten per 
cent. in value and seven per cent. in 
quantity of the entire mineral oil ex- 
ports. The gain in the naphtha ship- 
ments is especially gratifying at the 
steady appreciation in values during 
the last year. In the summary of the 
ten months of the last two fiscal years, 
by ports, probably the most impressive 
detail is the gain in the movement 
from the Gulf Coast, 5,350,091, as 
against 161,000 gallons. New York also 
scored a substantial increase, 73,537,656, 
as compared with 46,133,985 gallons. 

The later statistics also lend them- 
selves to encouraging comparisons on 
our foreign trade in the lubricating 
products. Last month there were 
shipped 20,350,431 gallons, whfle the 
March record noted 17,166,305 gallons 
and that for April, 1911, 16,788,444 gal- 
lons. So far this year a good lead is 
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maintained over the same period pre- 
viously, 68,532,982, as against 59,597,407 
gallons. On the basis of ten months of 
the fiscal years, the returns are all the 








more favorable to the later period, 
which show an aggregate of 157,753,384 
gallons, valued at $20,284,057, or 12.8 
cents per gallon, compared with 140,- 
453,140 gallons ($17,748,922), an average 
of 12.6 cents per gallon for the previous 
interval, and 136,716,205 gallons, ($16,642,- 
914), or 12.1 cents per gallon, for the ten 
months ending April, 1910. In their 


proportion to the total mineral oil ship- 
ments, those of the lubricants stand 
nearly twenty-four per cent in value 
and twelve per cent. in quantity. 


Last month is credited with an 
especially heavy gain in exports of 
residuum. The record gives a total of 


21,170,411 gallons, while March ship- 
ments reached but 10,409,985 gallons, 
and those of April last year only 9,625,- 
086 gallons. For the first four months 
of the current year the total attains 
58,853,101 gallons, as compared with 
43,839,393 gallons during the same period 
in 1911. For the ten months of the 
fiscal year ending April, 1912, the ex- 
ports of residuum comprised 120,044,903 
gallons, with a valuation of $3,251,184, 
averaging 2.7. cents per gallon; for the 
same period of the two previous fiscal 
years are recorded 98,011,123 gallons 
$2,915,611), or 2.9 cents per gallon, in 
1910-1911, and 97,202,029 gallons ($3,310,- 
333),. or 3.4 cents, in 1909-1910. On the 
basis of the more recent figures resid- 
uum represented four per cent. in 
value and nine per cent. in quantity 
of all mineral oil exports. 

There was a material shrinkage in 
exports of crude petroleum during 
April, the record showing 4,696,565 gal- 
lons, while 6,698,405 gallons represented 
the March movement and 9,066,192 gal- 
lons comprised the total for April, 
1911. A comparison of the shipments 
for the first four months of 1912 and 
1911 shows a decrease for the later 
period, 34,065,379, as against 37,123,484 
gallons. For the ten months of the 
current fiscal year, crude oil found a 
smaller outlet abroad than for the 
same period a year ago by 101,610,014, 
against 103,740,955 gallons, but the 
record of values stands more to the 
favor of the prevailing interval by 
$3,404,340, against $2,988,607, and the 
average per gallon was raised from 
2.8 to 3.3 cents. For the ten months of 
the fiscal year ending April, 1910, there 
were exported 101,320,672 gallons of 
crude, valued at $3,123,347, an average 
of 3 cents per gallon. The figures for 
the present fiscal year period represent 
nearly nine per cent. in quantity and 
about four per cent. in value of the 
total mineral oil exports. 

Comparing the records of all mineral 
oil exports over the ten months of the 
last three fiscal years, the industry is 
holding a gratifying lead in the aggre- 
gate of quantities and values. Since last 
June there have been taken for foreign 
consumption 1,308,702,971 gallons, valued 
at $81,939,879, an average of 6.2 cents 
per gallon, as against 1,218,485,302 gal- 
lons ($74,859,854), an average of 6.1 
cents per gallon, for the 1910-1911 inter- 
val and 1,209,908,660 gallons ($78,394,749), 
an average of 6.4 cents per gallon, for 
the ten months ending April, 1910. De- 
tails of exports are published elsewhere 
in this issue. 
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THREATENED IMPAIRMENT OF 
OUR FOREIGN TRADE 
RELATIONS. 


The news which we publish this week 
from Washington to the effect that the 
proposed impairment of the various 
commercial activities of the State De- 
partment has developed a campaign of 
vigorous opposition in the Senate will 
undoubtedly be received with gratifica- 
tion throughout the Reporter's trades. 
The House of Representatives, with its 
majority in political alignment against 
the administration, has already com- 
mitted itself to an attitude on appro- 
priation measures through which a 
number of the most cherished trade 
policies of President Taft and the 
members of his Cabinet are now be- 
lieved to stand in danger of being 
overturned. . The action of. the House 
is justified on the theory of effecting a 








reduction in expenditures, but when 
the proposed plan of economy carries 
with it the legislation out of office of 
many of the consular and diplomatic 
staff, various officials of the Trades 
Relations Bureau and other commer- 
cial bodies, the question may well be 
raised as to whether so radical a cam- 
paign, while fulfilling a nominally eco- 
nomical function so far as a legislative 
record is concerned, would not spell 
such a drastic curtailment of opportu- 
nities for the country’s international 
trade relations, that it would prove lit- 
tle short of a penny wise and pound 
foolish policy. The Senate will, it is 
believed, contest the action of the 
House in abolishing some of the most 
important offices in the State Depart- 
ment, created for the purpose of fos- 
tering commercial advantages abroad, 
and in enlisting support for the reten- 


tion of these bureaus, officials of the 
State Department are counting upon 
the arousing of popular’ sentiment 


throughout the ranks of the country’s 
business interests to the cause of the 
maintenance of this recognized service. 
A number of the leading commercial 
organizations were quick to register 
emphatic protests against a proposal to 
destroy the effectiveness and integrity 
of the Bureau of Manufactures of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor a 
short time ago, and a scheme to ac- 
complish such an over-reaching work 
of impairment as is now threatened 
is well calculated to raise all the 
more unequivocal expressions of con- 
demnation not only from organized 
bodies, but from individual concerns as 
well. The summarization of details of 
the changes proposed in the bill as 
passed by the House is a strong ar- 
raignment by the State Department of- 
ficials. As published elsewhere in this 
issue, it will bear the careful considera- 
tion of our readers who are seeking to 
broaden the fields of foreign activity. 
The proposed legislation is character- 
ized as a move that would put the 
country in the rear ranks of all gov- 
ernments in the matter of legitimate 
and effective support to worthy Amer- 
ican enterprises and to foreign com- 
merce at the very epoch in our history 
when our foreign relations and trade 
have achieved their most important 
rank. The action of the House finds 
all the greater criticism by the Stato 
Department in practically wiping out, 
so far as any hope of the continuance 
of real efficiency is concerned, a great 
department almost without debate and 
apparently without knowledge or real- 
ization on the part of the public press 
of the significance of the action.

To Check Linseed Oil Adulteration 


in Kansas, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Topeka, Kansas, May 18, 1912. 
The Kansas Board of Health has an- 
nounced that it will bring prosecutions 
against many paint dealers who are sell- 
ing adulterated linseed oil in this State. 
A large number of samples of oils have 


been collected and are being tested and 
analyzed by the chemical department of 


the State university. The Board of Health 
has received many complaints from per- 
sons who have purchased the adulterated 
oils and have had unsatisfactory results 
from them. 

The Kansas linseed oil law prohibits the 


sale of adulterated linseed oil unless there 
is a notice on the container to the effect 
that the oil contains other ingredients 
than pure linseed oil. The Board of 
Health officials state that two adulterants 
have been found in the samples of 
adulterated oils, some containing an oil 
from petroleum and other samples con- 
taining a fish oil. Local authorities claim 
both aduiterants lessen the value of the 


linseed oil and that paint mixed with it 
has a tendency to “‘chalk”’ off. 

The Board of Health was observing a 
comparative truce in the matter of lin- 
seed oil adulteration prosecutions pend- 
ing the decision of an application for an 
injunction against the State brought by 
the American Linseed Oil Company. (This 
company should not be confounded with 
the American Linseed Company, the re- 
liability of whose products is well known

vania. Copies of this law were sent out 
this week by the Legislative Committee 
of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation to every member of that organ- 
ization. It will be acted upon finally at 
the thirty-fifth annual meeting of the 
State organization at Buena Vista, June 
18, 19 and 20 and then will be introduced 
at the winter's session of the Pennsyl 
vania Legislature 

The meeting of the joint 
pharniacy and the paint trade took place 
at the rooms of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association and followed the request from 
the paint trade that in the-proposed legis 
lation the interests of each industry be 
mutually protected and that therefore at 


committees of 


this meeting there be an expression of 
the needs of each. The principal request 
of the paint sellers was that in the poison 


regulations of the proposed pharmacy law, 
paints and pigments be excluded from the 
poison requirements. To the minds of the 
pharmacists this request seemed quite rea- 
sonable, the representatives of the paint 
interests declaring their willingness to 
accede to all of the other requirements. 
Section 22 of the proposed law, govern- 
ing the sale of poisons which, it is said, 
will be changed to conform to the wishes 
of the paint dealers, reads as follows:— 





That a poison in the meaning of this act of 
Assembly shall be any drug, chemical or. prep- 
aration which according to standard works 
on medicine, toxicology or materia medica, is 
liable to be destructive to adult human life 
in quantities of 60 grains or less or any 
mixture, compound or preparation containing 
in 60 grains or less a sufficient quantity of 
any such drug, chemical or preparation as 
to make the same liable to be destructive 


to adult human life if 60 
were to be taken. 

No person shall sell at 
poisons except as herein provided without 
affixing to the bottle, box, vessel or package 
containing the same a label printed or plainly 
written containing the name of the article. 
the word ‘‘poison’’ and the name and place 
of business of the seller, nor shall he de- 
liver poison to any person without satisfying 
himself that the purchaser understands the 
poisonous nature of the article and that such 
poison is to be used for legitimate purposes.

enforcement of said law and the power to 
make rules and regulations for the en- 
forcement of said law and providing for 
the purchase of samples of drugs for de- 
termining their quality, strength or 
purity.”

Merger of Leading Cotton Oil In- 
terests of Georgia. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Atlanta, May 21, 1912. 

Announcement has just been made here 
of the organization of the Empire Cotton 
Oil Company, with an authorized capital 
of 34,900,000, and which will take in twelve, 
and possibly fourteen, of the largest cot- 
ton oil mills in the State, including the 
properties of FE, P. McBurney, L. G. Neal 
and Thomas Eggleston. The company is 
financed by the Trust Company of 
Georgia, of which Ernest Woodruff is 
president. The deal has been pending for 
some time, but until now those connected 
with it have refused to discuss a single 
detail of their plans. 

In forming this cotton oil merger twen- 
ty-three oil mills were inspected and their 
books audited and examined. Up to date 
it has been definitely decided to take in 


only twelve of these, with a _ possibility 
that two others will come in later. The 
mill of the Atlanta Oil and Fertilizer 


Company is among the number, while nine 
other mills in the combine are located at 


Dublin. Madison, McRae, Vienna. Valdos- 
ta, Quitman, Bainbridge. Monticello and 
Rome, all in Georgia. Information has 


not yet been given out as to the location 
of the other mills. It is possible the com- 
pany may go outside of the State in tak- 
ing in other mills. 

The twelve mills so far definitely settled 
upon have a capacity of approximately 
75,000 tons of cottonseed annually. and if 
fourteen mills are absorbed, this capacity 
will run over 80,000 tons. It is among the 
plans of the company to build other mills 
of its own as advantageous points may 
be found for them. 

There will be no bonds issued by the 
company. There will be $2,000,000 preferred 
7 ver cent. stock and $2,000,000 common, of 
which total of $2,500,000 equally divided be- 
tween preferred and common stock will 
be issued at once. The entire amount to 
© issued at once has already been taken

tively little No. 1 seed, however, has been 
received here. Receipts have been on a 
liberal scale but the majority of them 
have been No. 2 and no grade. 

There has been more or less talk for 
some time about changing -the method of 
grading flaxseed Minneapolis on ac- 
count of the wide variety in the quality 
of the seed received on this crop. Some 
ears of seed that arrived this week graded 
No. 1, but on close inspection by crushers 
it was seen that this seed was not worth 
regular No. 1 price. The seed was large 
and clean, but it was thin and tough and 
did not contain enough oil to warrant buy- 
ers in paying No. 1 price for it. The con- 
signees later had the cars reinspected and 
zraded No, 2. Crushers said that the seed 
actually was not worth within 10@l5c. a 
bushel of No. 1 price. 

Flaxseed to arrive has been quoted 
nominally at July price, or 124%2@16c. under 
track seed. A year ago at this time, July 
commanded the same price as May. It is 
said that one reason why July seed has 
not advanced relatively as much as has 
May is that Indian seed could still be 
bought for June-July shipment for less 
money than Northwestern seed and that 
any bullish sentiment in the deferred op- 
tion would result in importations from 
India. This evidently is not desired. An- 
other reason assigned for the strength 
in the May option is the searcity of No. 
1 flaxseed. This is the contract grade at 
Duluth. There is said to be quite a short 


interest there and it is probable that those 
who control the market plan on making 
shorts pay dearly for their specu-

lation. 

One Minneapolis crusher unloaded some- 
thing over 80,000 bushels of flaxseed last 


week, seed that had been purchased to ar- 
rive. Another feature of importance for 
the week was the arrival of a cargo of 
Canadian flaxseed at Duluth from Port 
Arthur. This is said to have been the first 
cargo of grain ever received at Duluth 
from a Canadian port. It is understood 
that the eargo consisted of approximately 
115,000 bushels of flaxseed, the greater por- 
tion of which was for the Midland Lin- 
seed Products Company, of Minneapolis. 
The duty of 25c. per bushel has been paid 
and the seed is now being brought all- 
rail to Minneapolis. This ought to insure 
fairly heavy receipts here for the next 
week or two. It is more than likely that 
the by-product of this seed will be ex- 
ported so as to obtain the drawback, 
equivalent to about 5c. per bushel. 

The spread between the Duluth and the 
Winnipeg market has been unusually wide 
this week. On one day the May option in 
the two markets were just 35c. apart. 

Interest at Duluth continues to center 
in the May option. Eastern crushing in- 
teresis are said to be backing the bull 
movement and on account of the decreas- 
ing receipts for sale it is not difficult to 
keep values at top point. May this week 
touched $2.30, the highest quotation posted 
since last October. Despite the strength 
in the current option, however, July has 
not shown any tendency to advance. 
There has been enough selling pressure in 
this all week to keep the option dull and 
listless. It is reported that the trades in 
the May have been numerous, although 
the volume of seed represented was not 
extraordinary. Offerings consist mostly 
of small quantities and buyers stand 
ready to take everything. 

At Minneapolis it is believed that those 
who are taking Duluth May seed at pres- 
ent prices will have to keep the market 
high throughout the summer in order to 
realize on their purchases. Not much fear 
is expressed as to a scarcity of seed later. 
It is believed that there is enough flax- 
seea in this country and Canada to meet 
all possible home requirements until an- 
other crop is harvested. For this reason 
it is not believed that any quantity of 
Indian seed will be imported, although a 
number of steamers are reported due at 
New York within the next thirty days 
with a few small consignments. 

Minneapolis receipts for the week ended 
May 18 increased 6,400 bushels. They were 
126,400 bushels in all, compared with 26,640 
in the same week last year. Shipments 
were 33,600 bushels, against 17,820. Stocks 
in public elevators decreased 5,575 bushels. 
In the same week Duluth received over 
61,000 bushels of domestia seed, and 11,730 
Canadian. Last year Duluth’s total re- 
ceipts were only 2,480 bushels. Shipments 
for the week just closed were heavy, 164,- 
640 bushels of domestic seed being loaded 
out and 29,539 Canadian. Terminal eleva- 
tor stocks decreased 121,300 bushels. At 
the two points, however, stocks are still 
approximately 494,000 bushels, against 
only 126,500 in 1911.

LINSEED OIL. 

Business is still of a straggling nature. 
Current sales are apparently primarily to 
meet urgent necessities, little or no dis- 
position being’ shown to anticipate wants 
later than June. Jobbers are buying in a 
small way for quick shipment, and those 
who have contracts are taking deliveries 
freely. In fact, contract oil is in urgent 
demand. It is believed that orders on mill 
books must be getting pretty low for ship- 
ments for over a month now have been 
extremely heavy. One crusher says he is 
now open for more contracts for quick 
shipment. His sales for the week in the 
aggregate were fairly heavy, but they 
were largely to small outside mills that 
are buying to fill their own orders with. 
Prompt shipment raw oil is quoted in Min- 
neapolis to-day at 71@71%c. per gallon, 
in car lots. For smaller quantities, about 
2c. more would be asked. These quota- 
tions are not based on the market price 
of No. 1 flaxseed, as oil can be produced 
from the lower grades for less money. 
For July-August shipment raw oil is 
quoted at 69@70c. So far, however, no 
trading of importance has been reported 
for late summer shipment, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that July seed on to-day’s 
market is quoted at 14@l6c. bushel under 
the May option. One would naturally 
think that this wide difference would in- 
fluence buyers to come in now for later 
shipment, but it does not even create a 
normal inquiry. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL, 

A rather brisk export demand for oil 
take has developed, both for nearby and 
deferred shipment. Minneapolis mills are 
pretty well cleaned up for prompt ship- 
ment, and some have a fair quantity of 
cake booked for later delivery. It is ex- 
pected that demand will hold good all 
year. Those who have studied the foreign 
situation closely say that importers will 
be steady traders all summer and that 
they will endeavor to accumulate stocks 
against next winter's requirements. 
Should this prove to be so, it is not likely 
that prices will decline much from the 
present basis. In fact, it is said that cake 
for August-September shipment from here 
could be sold now at a little better price 
than buyers will pay for June-July ship- 
ment. Prompt shipment cake is worth 
$31.50 per ton, f. o. b. Minneanolis. 

Linseed oil meal is quiet and neglected. 
Buyers will not pay over $32.50 ton, f. o. 
b. Minneapolis, in car lots, and on this 
basis the mills do not care to trade. 
Ordinarily, the difference between the 
cake and meal price is only $1 ton, but 
the added difference in the cost of meal 
sacks this year necessitates a greater dif- 
ferential. Sacks are worth somewhere in 
the neighbourhood of 7@8&c. each, so that 
mills have to charge $1.50@2 ton more for 
meal than for cake in order to net a 
profit. Feeders are holding back from this 
price and meal sales for the last two 
weeks have been very light.

The Duluth Market, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, May 22, 1912. 

The developments of the tlaxseed mar- 
ket during the week ending to-day have 
been such as to leave little doubt that flax- 
seed is a scarce article and is likely to 
remain so until some country comes forth 
with a good big crop to relieve the situ- 
ation. Duluth dealers are now pretty well 
convinced that neither Canada, Argentina 
India will relieve the situation this 
year, unless Canada should throw vast 
quantities of flaxseed upon the markets of 
the world in the fall. This may very well 
happen, for a vast amount of new farm 
territory is being broken in that country, 
and farmers as a rule like to sow flaxseed 
on the virgin soil, for it is such soil that 
produces the best crops, and at such 
prices as have been prevailing there is a 
fie profit in raising the seed on new land. 


nor 


The same thing is true with regard to 
tne raising of flaxseed on the newly 
broken lands of Montana, Colorado and 
other Western States, where the great 
ranches are being rapidly cut up into 
furms. Farmers can easily be induced to 
put in flaxseed on the new land. Further- 
more, the fact that in the American 
Northwest there is a decrease of the 
wheat acreage, by reason of the small 
amount of fall plowing that was done, 


leaves more acreage for other grains than 
wheat, and crushers are hoping that farm- 
ers can be induced to use for flax a great 
deal of the land that would have been 
sown with wheat if the fall plowing had 
been done. Flax can be planted much 
later than spring wheat. The American 
crushers are far from being indifferent toa 
the amount and quality of seed that the 
farmers are planting. The crushers are 
busily distributing literature among the 
Northwestern farmers, telling them how 
to get the best flaxseed and how to pro- 
duce the best possible results. Some of 
the crushing companies have been im- 
porting the finest quality of Canadian seed 
available and sending it to Minneapolis to 
be sent out to country stores for distrib- 
uting among farmers for seeding pur- 
poses. The flaxseed is not given away but 
it is sold much cheaper than seed of the 
same quality was sold to the farmers a 
year ago. Hence, it need cause no sur- 
prise if both the American and Canadian 
flaxseed crops next fall should be such 
as to break the records and relieve the 
present comparative scarcity. 

The scarcity is most keenly felt in the 
best grades of flaxseed. This accounts for 
the fact that Duluth May flaxseed is so 
high. Those who hold the May options 
persist in their refusal to accept delivery 
of any but No. 1 seed. Under the rules 
of the Duluth Board of Trade they do not 
have to accept any lower grade, even at 
a discount, and they are taking full ad- 
vantage of this right. Those who have 
sold the May option have been anxiously 
looking to Canada to send seed to the 
Duluth market to relieve the stringency, 
but although the Canadian seed was very 
cheap indeed during the early part of the 
week closing to-day, it has not only gone 
back to its previous figure, but has gone 
stil! higher. The Canadian seed to-day 
was a cent and a half higher than it was 
a week ago. Reports from the Winniveg 
market show that the seed arriv'ng there, 
like that arriving at Duluth from the 
American farms. has not been grading 
well. There 1s but little of the No, 1 
Northwestern, and that alone will do to 
mix with the lower grades to bring them 
up to the standard of the No. 1 Ameri- 
ean, which is what the holders of the May 
option insist upon receiving. 

To-day the margin between No. 1 Amer- 
ican at Duluth and No, 1 Northwestern at 
Winnipeg was 30 cents most of the time. 

here have been times during the week 
closing to-day when that margin was 35 
cents and more. In view of the fact that 
No. 1 Northwestern is still better than 
the No. 1 American it seems strange that 
there is not a big importation of the No. 1 
Northwestern to relieve the trouble of 
those who are bound to make deliveries 
en the May option. But somehow brokers 
at Duluth declare that it is almost im- 
possible to get hold of the No. 1 North- 
western. There is not much of it in the 
seed that is coming upon the Winnipeg 
inarket, and what is in store at Port Ar- 
thur and Fort William seems to be con- 
troled by interests that are rather anxious 
to see the Duluth May option high than 
low. American crushers, who can buy 
their seed at Winnipeg just as well as at 
Duluth, have no object in seeing the Du- 
luth price come down, On the contrary, a 
high price gives them a better chance to 
get a good price for their oil. 

A few days ago a cargo of flaxseed, 
amounting in all to about 120,000 bushels, 
from Port Arthur, was landed at Duluth 
and loaded into the Duluth elevators. The 
tables below do not show this receipt of 
fiaxseed, as the elevator companies are 
frequently behind time in reporting their 
receipts and shipments. Many Duluth 
brokers were inclined to think that this 
cargo of flaxseed was intended to break 
the corner on the May option at Duluth, 
but they were disappointed. The flaxseed 
was in bond and was consigned to Min- 
neapolis, where it will be used by tue 
crushers. These crushers found it cheaper 
to buy in Winnipeg than on any of the 
American markets, in spite of the net duty 
of 18 cents. The arrival of the cargo at 
Duluth hardly seemed to phase the Duluth 
market. May closed to-day as high as at 
any time this year. 

Quotations from the countries other 
than Canada during the week ending to- 
day give little comfort to those who have 
been looking around for cheaper flaxseed. 
Buenos Ayres May is about a cent higher 
than it was a week ago, and London Cal- 
cutta May and June is nearly 4% cents 
higher.

Northwestern Flax Crop. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., May 22, 1912. 


Crop accounts in the Northwest are en- 
couraging for the flax acreage. The 
weather during the week was rainy and 
cool, further interfering with the seeding 
of wheat in Northwestern Minnesota and 
North Dakota. Planting of flax has al- 
ready commenced at numerous points in 
the three States, but is not yet general. 

It is too early to gain any accurate idea 
of just what the total acreage will be, but 
some counties report an increase of fully 
100 per cent. One of the principal line ele- 
vator companies of Minneapolis estimates 
a net increase in the three States of about 
20 per cent., compared with 1911. The 
colupany bases this estimate on reports 
received from 105 different points scattered 
throughout Minnesota and North and 
South Dakota, 
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Our quotations represent prices for large lots. 


Buyers of small quantities 


must expect to pay a reasonable advance over these figures. The prices quoted 
are those prevailing in the New Yvurk market unless otherwise specified.

Saturday Noon, May 25, 1912. 


The local paint market has been 
rather disappointing this week. Sales 
were reported as about on a par with 
recent weeks, but weather conditions 
were greatly improved for outdoor 
work and local dealers have been 
claiming that good weather was the 
only thing required to bring about a 
decided expansion in the demand for 
paint materials. Hence the disappoint- 
ment in the trade. The good weather 
came, but the expected boom in trad- 
ing was lacking. Ready mixed paints 
are reported as selling well and a fair 
jobbing demand has continued for lin- 
seed oil, white lead and, in fact, for 
most articles of the market. Steadiness 
in price has featured the market all 
season and the present week records 
no changes in any of the important 
articles of this market. It is true that 
linseed oil and turpentine have varied 
somewhat in price, but in each case 
the fluctuation has covered a com- 
paratively small range. In some cases 
large buyers have been treated with on 
private terms and the bids on govern- 
ment supplies are a good index of what 
large consumers may expect in the 
way of bettering market quotations. On 
another page of this issue will be 
found a report of bids submitted to the 
government and it should make inter- 
esting reading for the members of the 
trade. China wood oil has made but 
little progress in eliminating the ques- 
tion of quality, but trading in the ar- 
ticle is fairly brisk and the market is 
beginning to assume a more normal 
aspect from the standpoint of prices. 
Complete reviews of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets will be found on 
pages 21 and 24, respectively. For a re- 
view of the Western seed and oil mar- 
kets see page 12. A complete prices 
current will be found on page 39, 
second column. Comment on most im- 
portant items in the paint trade fol- 
lows:— 

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


PIG LEAD.—A very quiet market 
continues in pig lead. Sales of first 
hand stocks are small and prices are 
still quoted at 4.20c. In St, Louis the 
quotation is 4.10@4.12%c. In London 
the market closed at £16 10s. The 
following table, showing the compari- 
son of New York and London prices, 
is of interest, as it indicates that 
prices abroad have gained on those of 
this country, and the difference in 1911 
was less than it has been for the past 





five years. The table follows, the 
prices being the annual averages:—

The present prices are 4.20c. in New 


York, 3.58c. in England, thus showing 
a difference of but .62c. in favor of the 
New York market, which is a smaller 
difference than has been recorded be- 
fore in the history of the two mar- 
kets. This increase in the price of lead 
in England undoubtedly has had an 
influence on the white lead market. 


WHITE LEAD.—A very good job- 
bing demand is reported for white lead 
and the total business passing forms 
a good aggregate, yet local sellers are 
disappointed as the result of the week’s 
trading, as conditions were suited for 
outside work, and it was freely pre- 
dicted that the coming of such con- 
ditions would result in a large increase 
in the use of white lead. While the 
jobbing demand was good, trading did 
not show any such expansion as som: 
had expected. The pig lead market is 
not disturbing prices, as is the case in 
England. Quotations are steady at 
5% @5%e. for dry white lead, 6%@7c. 
for white lead in oil for 500 pounds or 
over. This range fs according to quan- 
tity and seller. English lead in oil is 
firm at 10%@10%c. Sublimed white 
lead is quoted at 54@5%c. 


RED LEAD.—Domestic _ selections 
are selling well at present, though 
sales, as in the case of other lead pro- 
ducts, is largely for immediate wants, 
and consequently is for. comparatively 
small lots. Some large contracts have 
been made at private terms this sea- 
son, but quotation prices are well 
maintained and present sales are on a 
basis of 6%@7c. for domestic and 8%@ 
9c. for foreign. 

LITHARGE.—Local _ sellers’ report 
nothing new in the market for litharge. 
As with white and red lead, new busi- 
ness is of a jobbing character. Some 
deliveries against old contracts are 
also being made. Prices are steady, 
and sellers quote 5%@é6c. for domestic 
and 84%@8%c. for foreign grades. 


ORANGE MINERAL.—Business in 
orange mineral is reported as fair, and 
some dealers say the season has shown 
a gain over last year. Domestic grades 
have sold steadily and in fair volumes. 
Prices are repeated at 8%@l0c. for 
American and 124%@l38c. for foreign. 

ZINCS.—Reports in the local market 
indicate that there is no let-up in the 
consuming demand of domestic zincs. 
The paint trade is said to be buying 
steadily, and demand from other quar- 
ters combines to create an active mar- 


ket. Foreign zincs are fairly active 
also, and new business in all selec- 
tions is satisfactory. Prices are firm, 
and are:—54%@6\4c. for American proc- 
ess; 7@7%c. for French process, red 
seal; 71¢@7%c. for French process, 


green seal; 8@84c. for French process, 
white seal, according to quality. Ger- 
man brands (French process) are as 
follows:—Red seal, 7%@8%c.; green 
seal, 84@8%c.; white seal, 9@9%c., ac- 
cording to quantity. In response to a 
government call for bids on 60,000 lbs. 
of white zine in oil, the lowest price 
submitted was 8.49c. per lb. and the 
highest 9.3c. 
Dry Colors. 


BLACKS. 

While the largest buyer of blacks at 
present is the paint trade, yet a good 
demand igs reported as coming from 
about half a dozen industries. The ink 
and cement trades have been buying 
steadily, and certain grades of blacks 
have been selling to the fertilizer and 
confectioner trades. Prices are steady, 
and are 3@5c. for bone and drop, 5@8c. 
for wax, 6%@8c. for carbon gas, 4@ 
ldc, for lampblack, $21@25 for mineral 
blacks. 

BLUES. 

A steady call from the paint trade 
holds this market steady. Sellers say 
there are no features to distinguish 
one week from another, but conditions 
may be summarized by saying that de- 
mand has been good for some time 
and prices have been well maintained. 
Quotations are 4@6c. for celestial, 30@ 


3le. for soluble, 30@3lc. for Chinese, 
5@15e. for ultramarine. 
BROWNS. 


Siennas and umbers are good sellers 
and demand for them is sufficient to 
cause a fairly active market to be re- 
ported for browns. The market 1s 
steady in price, quotations being 3@9c. 
for italian sienna, burnt and pow- 
dered; 24@3c, for American, burnt and 
powdered; 2@2\%c. for American umber, 
burnt and powdered; 2%@8c. for Tur- 
key umber, burnt and powdered; 24@ 
3%c. for Vandyke brown; 2%@4c. for 
soluble, according to quality and quan- 
tity. 

GREENS. 

Chrome green is a leader in this mar- 
ket and sellers say that the market 
quotation is maintained at 17@25c, for 
chrome pure, 6@10c. for grinders’, 5@ 
6c. for jobbing, 3%@5c. for common. 
Paris green has been in fair demand 
and some orders are reported to have 
been held up owing to inability of sell- 
ers to secure enough stocks to make 
delivery. Prices are very firm, but the 
supply of arsenic is expected to im- 
prove and should recede in price, thus 
Weakening the market for paris green, 
Present prices are:—Paris green, in 
quantities of 10,000 pounds or more, ar- 
senic kegs, 12c.; 100 to 175 pounds, 
12%c.; 14, 28 and 56-pound kits, 13%c.;

In 
the local market, sellers say that de- 
mand from outside is good, but that 
local consumers, as a rule, are well 
stocked up.

FULLER'S EARTH.—Delivery on old 
contracts was the principal source of 
activity during the week.

LITHOPONE.—The paint trade has 
been interested in the market for litho- 
pone and a gradually increasing de- 
mand is coming from that source, with 
other trades also proving steady buy- 
ers. Prices are steady at 3%@d4c. for 
30 per cent. lithopone. The trade will 
be interested in a paper read before the 
Society of Public Analysts of London 
on May 1 on the question of “‘Analysis 
of Lithopone.” The paper read as fol- 
lows:— 

“The method of analysis recommended by the 
authors consists in treating the sample with 
hydrochloric acid, filtering off the barium sul 
phate, and estimating the total zinc volumet- 
rically by titrating with potassium ferrocyanide 
in presence of tartaric acid and ammonia; a 
reliable determination can thus be made in 
presence of iron. For the estimation of the 
zinc present as sulphide a separate portion of 
the sample is oxidized with bromine and the 
resulting zinc sulphate precipitated with ba- 
rium chloride after previously removing the 
original barium sulphate by filtration. The re- 
sult is calculated to zinc sulphide, and the 
zinc present as oxide calculated by difference 
from the two estimations. The total barium 
sulphate, zinc sulphide. and zinc oxide are thus 
determined. The method is rapid. and suffi- 
eclently accurate for the technical analysis of 
lithopone, and avoids the lengthy estimation 
of the zinc as sulphide.’’

The total production for 1911 was 143,561 
tons, valued at $1,648,018; or, compared with 
the output for 1910, a decrease of 4.8 per 
cent. in quantity, but an increase of 3.4 per 


cent. in value, owing, apparently, to the sale 
of a large proportion of the output in manu- 
factured form. 

More than 43 per cent. of the total output of 
the United States came from New York, the 
total production of which State, with one new 
producer and a former producer idle, declined 
about 13 per cent. in quantity and 16 per cent. 
in value. The variation in the production of 
the different States, although in part owing to 
irregularities in the available deposits, which 
are large, depends also upon the market de- 
mand, and the declines were generally ascribed 
to dull business. The stock reported on hand 
was larger than in 1910. 

The supply of best grades of tale in the 
United States, such as are used for toilet pow- 
electric insulators, gas tips and the like, 
nearly equal to the demand.

In other quarters a slow move- 
ment is found. Imports during the 
week were small and the market with- 
out doubt has slowed up, compared 
to the active operations reported earlier 
in the year.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Hydron Blue. 


Hydron blue, a dye derived from carbazol, 
which in turn is obtained from an _ inter- 
mediate coal-tar distillate containing car- 
bazol, anthracin and other ingredients 
mechanically combined, and which is a 
chemical compound distinct from anthracin, 
is dutiable as a ‘‘coal-tar dye’’ under para-

Hydron blue G, and Hydron blue R, 
dyes were imported at New York by the 
Cassella Color Company. The first is blue 
with a greenish tinge and the other a blue 
with a reddish tinge. Duty was assessed 
at 30 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 15 of the tariff act of 1909, and the 
merchandise was claimed to be free of 
duty under paragraph 487 of said act. 

The pertinent parts of these paragraphs 
read as follows: 

15. Coal tar dyes or colors not 
provided for in this section, 30 per cent. ad 
valorem: ae er 

487. XXX dyes derived from XXX an- 
thracin. (Free.) 

“The issue narrows down.”’ said Ap- 
praiser Chamberlain in his report, ‘to the 
proposition, Are the dyes in question de- 
rived from anthracin? If they are, then 
the importers have made their case, para- 
graph 487 being more specific than para- 
graph 15. If the dyes are not derived 
from anthracite then the assessment 
should stand. From an examination of 
the evidence we find as follows: 

(1) The manufacturers purchase in Ger- 
many a substance which they call crude 
anthracin. 

(2) This substance is an_ intermediate 
product obtained in the distillation of coal 
tar and contains anthracin carbazol and 
other ingredients mechanically combined. 

(3) The manufacturers subject this so- 
called crude anthracin to a process for the 
purpose of separating the carbazol from 
the anthracin and other constituents,

(5) Carbazol is a chemical compound dis- 
tinct from anthracin having a different 
chemical formula, and used for producing 
ditferent dyes from those derived from an- 
thracin. 

We now arrive at the crux of the case. 
Are the dyes here in question derived 
frem anthracin or derived from carbazol? 
rhe term ‘‘derived from” has received ju- 
dicial interpretation by the WU. S. Court 
of Appeals in Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld 
Co. vs. U. S.. wherein the court said:- 

“ . . . the term ‘derived from’ is to 
be understood in its commonly received 
and popular sense.’’ This term given its 
ordinary meaning could not by any stretch 
to be held to make an article produced 
from carbazol, a derivative from anthra- 
cin notwithstanding that anthracin as it 
eomes off in the distillation of coal tar 
contains carbazol. Carbazol and anthra- 
cin are two different chemical compounds, 
having different chemical formule. If we 
were to carry out the contention of the 
importers the phrase ‘‘derived from an- 
thracin’’ would have to be given a mean- 
ing that would include substances derived 
from compounds entirely foreign to an- 
ibracin, and which upon any known chem- 
ical test would not show the presence of 
anthracin or any characteristic due to the 
use of anthracin. It is our opinion that 
the dyes here in question are not dyes de- 
rived from anthracin, but that the same 
are coal-tar dyes and we hold them dutia 
ble as assessed. The protests are over- 
ruled,”" 


Containers of Aniline Oil. 
The assessment of duty on iron drums, 
eontainers of aniline oil was protested by 
Read Holliday & Sons, Ltd., on a lot im- 


ported at Boston. They claimed that it 
was improper to levy a 30 per cent. duty 
thereon under the provisions of paragraph 
151, tariff act of 19099. The U. S. Court of 
Customs Appeals passed on iron drums of 
the kind in question in the case of U. 8S. 
vs. Marx & Rawolle, following which rul- 
ing the board affirmed the collector’s as- 
sessment. 


Small Mirrors. 


Smal! leather cases containing a fixed 
mirror, a loose comb and a nail cleaner 
were imported by M. Badiert and assessed 


for duty at the rate of 50 per cent. ad va- 
lorem under paragraph 452 of the tariff att 
of 1909 as fitted ieather cases. In Abstract 
22695 and 26669 the board held such arti- 
cles to be dutiabie as mirrors and subject 
to a duty at the rate of 45 per cent ad va 
lorem under paragraph 109 of said act; 
and the claim was supported by the board 
accordingly. 


Tins Containing Olive Oil, 


Olive oil in quarter gallon tins was im- 
ported by F, L. Roberts & Co. at Boston. 
Duty was assessed on the tins at the rate 
of four cents per pound and 35 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provisions of para- 
graph 195, tariff act of 1909, and the only 
issue in the case was whether the cover- 
ings were hermetically sealed and for that 
reason excluded from the purview of said 
paragraph. It appeared from the record 
that the cans were hermetically sealed, as 
contemplated by the statute. The closure 
was effected by a temporary metal cap 
soldered to the top, and when this is cut 
open a screw cup or over is to take its 
place, ‘The board accordingly sustained 
the importers, 





Toilet Articles. 

Toulet articles imported by Park & Til- 
ford were assessed, with duty at the rate 
of per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 67 of the tariff act of 199. Two 
sumples were submitted when a reclassi- 
fication was claimed by the importers. 
One was «2 small leather case containing a 
mirror and a permanently fitted metal 
box containing sheets of paper to be with- 
drawn through an opening in the surface 


of the box. These sheets were charged 
with perfume and face powder, and the 
olher was a small leather case contain- 
ing a diminutive powder puff in part of 


wood, but containing sachet powder. Both 
of tne articles, the board held, must be 
considered as entireties and being ready 
for application as toilet articles are un- 
questionably dutiable as such. The pro- 
test was accordingly overruled.

Olive Oil in Five-Gallon Tins. 


V. Casazza & Bro. protested against 
the assessment of duty at the rate of 0 
cents per gallon on ten cases of olive oil 
containing two tins each, under paragraph 
38 of the tariff act of 1909. Duty was as- 
sessed at this rate because each tin con- 
tained less than five gallons. 

The weigher’s return showed that the 
tins contained an average of 4.86 gallons 
each. The board has repeatedly held that 
such tins are the commercial five-gallon 








tins and the contents thereof are there- 
fore subject to duty at the rate of 40 cents 
per gallon. The protest accordingly was 
sustained. 


Leather Bags Containing Toilet 
Articles. 


Leather bags containing brushes, toilet 
articles, ete., were imported by Thomas 
Meadows & Co. Duty was assessed there- 
on at 50 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 452 of the tariff act of 1909 as fitted 
leather cases. Various rates of duty low- 
er than that assessed were claimed by the 


protestants to be applicable to the mer- 
chandise. The protests were submitted 
for decision on the official record and 


were overruled by the board. 


Oils Distilled. 


Protests lodged by E. H. Bailey & Co. 
against the assessment of duty by the col- 
lector of the port of Philadelphia on dis- 
tilled oil were overruled. When the pro 
test was called for hearing there was no 
appearance on behalf of the protestants 
and the board was therefore without evi- 
dence in support of the claims for classifi- 
cation other than that made by the col- 
lector. The presumption was therefore 
that his action was correctly taken, 


Iron Drums Containing Oxide of 
Barium, 


lron drums worth about $11 each con- 
taining oxide of barium were imported at 
Phiiadelphia by Eytinge & Co. Duty was 
assessed on the drums at 30 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provisions of paragraph 
lol, tariff act of 190% Following the de- 
cision of the Board of Customs Appeals in 
the case of Marx & Rawolle vs. U. S.. 
the coliector’s assessment was affirmed 
and the protest overruled, 





Asbestos. 


Duty was assessed on asbestos imported 
by R. IF. Lang at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem, under paragraph 462 of the 
tariff act of 1909, as manufactures of as 
bestcs, and the grounds of objection there- 
to were set forth in the protests as fol- 
lows:— 

“Said merchandise is covered by and is 
free of duty under paragraph 501. If no: 
free it is covered by and is dutiable under 
paragraph 408 (as filter masse or filter 
stocks) at only 1% cents per pound and 
15 per cent. ad valorem, or paragraph ‘8 
it only 10 or 20 per cent. ad valorem.” 

“It is evident,’’ said Appraiser McClel- 
land, ‘‘from the record that there is no 
merit in the claim for free entry and it is 
therefore overruled. It is equally evident 
that neither the article invoiced as ‘‘wein- 
asbest” nor that invoiced as “filtrier m- 
terial” is a manufacture of asbestos, and 
is therefore follows that the collector's 
assessment under paragraph 462 ig erro- 
neous. Crude asbestos as mined, and wein- 
asbest i# obtained by grinding the crude 
and then separating the fibre from the 
stone.

Linseed Oil. 

A good business was done in linseed 
oil during the week. Deliveries on old 
contracts were called for by consumers 
and *a good jobbing demand resulted 
in a fair volume of new business. No 
new features were reported during the 
week, but it may be stated that the 
present month has brought a very sat- 
isfactory business to the majority of 
local crushers and a good business has 
been done even though consumers have 
bought in comparatively small lots. 
Prices for car lots have held steady 
throughout tne week at 74c., and tne 
market closed with a very firm under- 
tone, some crusners having advanced 
tneir prices. iL'utures are quoted at tne 
Same figures as spot goods, but con- 
sumers are showing scarcely any inter- 
est in anything but nearby deiiveries. 
The strength or the spot market at the 
end of the week is indicated by the 
tact that sellers are looking for an ad- 
vance in price at any moment. Crush- 
ers maintain that oil is low in price 
compared with the selling price of seed 
and that there is some truth in this 
statement may be seen from the fol- 
lowing table of prices for the past three 
years, the figures being the prices 
quoted for the current week and the 
corresponding periods of 1911 and 1910:—

From the above it will be seen that 
the selling price of oil is lower than at 
the corresponding periods of 1911 and 
1910, and the price of seed is higher. 
The fact that linseed cake is returning 
a better revenue to crushers would in 
no way make up for the lower price of 
oil, and the contention of crushers 
seems to be borne out by the facts. 
During the week a consignment of 100 
barrels of linseed oil reached the local 
port from Hull, but evidently this was 
a delivery on a former sale, as at pres- 
ent prices foreign oil cannot be brought 
in to financial advantage. 

The seed markets of the principal 
centers all recorded higher prices dur- 
ing the week, this being particularly 
true of the Winnipeg market, where 
No. 1 seed either is scarce or is firmly 
held. The May option at Duluth has 
driven prices up to $2.31 per bushel, 
and it is evenerally admitted that a 
scarcity of choice seed makes this high 
price possible. Indications point to a 
continued strong market, unless an 
avalanche of choice Canadian seed 
should strike the market, and such an 
event is not expected. A full review 
of the Western seed markets from our 
special correspondents will be found on 
page 23,

The week has been very quiet in the 
market for cake and meal. There is 
practically no spot demand. Foreign 
buyers are unsteady just now, although 
shipments valued at $50,653 were con- 
signed to France and Germany a week 
ago. Prices are easy and are quoted 
$32 for cake and $33@33.50 for linseed 
meal. 

Our London correspondent writes as 
follows about the London linseed cake 
market :— 

London, May 18, 1912, 

The tendency of values of late has been 
downward, with prospects of further declines. 
Consumers recognizing this are indisposed to 
place orders of importance, preferring to fill 
only their immediate necessities, confident in 
the belief that the summer will see materially 
cheaper quotations. While at the close of last 
week the general range for London-made was 
{9 15s.@£9 i7s. 6d. per ton, dealers in the 
course of the week have only been able to ob- 
tain £8 17s. 64.@£9 2s. 6d. ex mill for the 
small orders available. The closing figures 
are £9 2s. 64.@£9 5s. for London-made and 
£9@f0 2s. 6d. for Russian, but these are rather 
nominal in view of business below, and also 
of the general outlook of the market. They 
compare, however, with the price at corre- 
sponding date in the two previous years as 
follows:—London-made, £7 17s. 64.@£8 (1911), 
£8 10s.@£8 12s. 6d. (1910); Russian-made, £8 
5s.@£8 7s. 6d. (1911) and £8 6s.@£8 7s. 64. 
(1910). They also compare with the current 
quotations for cotton and soya cakes thus:—

OIL MARKET.

Cottonseed Oil, 


Uncertain conditions surrounding the 
position of lard and cotton have been 
tully reflected in the price movement 
of cottonseed oil during the interval, 
and the market has been characterized 
by the sharp and trequent alterations. 
Statistically speaking, the cottonseed 
vil situation has not revealed any im- 
portant change, but the highly specu- 
lative condition of the market has made 
it particularly susceptible to outside 
developments. A violent break in lard 
early in the week gave cottonseed oil 
a bad start. Later the market rallied 
with lard, but a declining tendency in 
cotton due to favorable weather reports 
prevented any display of bullish en- 
thusiasm in oil, and toward the close 
trading subsided with operators ap- 
parently satisfied to await the crystal- 
ization of new features. Trade expres- 
sions portray a decided difference of 
opinion regarding the course of prices, 
but conditions seem to indicate a two- 
sided affair during the next few weeks. 

The constant revision of prices has 
checked extensive buying for consum- 
ing account, and total operations for 
the week do not make a favorable 
showing. Compound makers appear to 
be covered by contracts or have suf- 
ficient stocks on hand to temporarily 
satisfy requirements, and there is no 
desire to anticipate future wants as 
long as pure lard is waving around 
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current quotations. Some authorities 
are of the opinion that lard will have 
less influence on oil as the season pro- 
gresses. It is contended that at this 
time last year September lard in Chi- 
cago was ‘selling at 84c., while Sep- 
tember oil sold at 6%c., a difference of 
l%c. At present September lard is 
bringing 10%c., and September oil 7\%c., 
a difference of 3%c. Under this con- 
dition, it is claimed there is room for 
oil to advance even in the face of a 
decline in lard. The soap kettle is 
entirely out of the market, as prices 
are considerably above the soapmaking 
basis. The inquiry from other domestic 
sources has been of limited character, 
and altogether consumption is not up 
to seasonable expectations. 

Export inquiries have not disclosed 
any unusual demand abroad, -and it is 
understood that distributors are well 
stocked in many sections of Europe. 
Our Rotterdam correspondent esti- 
mates the supply of butter oil at that 
place on May 1 at 81,473 barrels. Re- 
ports of resales have been current all 
week and private advices indicate that 
10,000 barrels have been sold for Eng- 
lish account. Exports from this port 
for the week amounted to 10,324 bar- 
rels, from other ports 5,954 barrels, 
making a total of 16,278 barrels. These 
compare with 10,247 barrels for the 
previous week. It is interesting to 
note that 207,943 gallons of crude oil 
were shipped from Galveston, Texas, to 
Vera Cruz, Mexico. The consignment 
is valued at $83,177. 

Crude oil has remained quiet with 
prices more or less nominal. Small 
sales were reported in the Southeast 
at 44@45c., while in other sections 
46@4616c. was® bid without dis- 
lodging any important offerings. 
Weather advices regarding the prog- 
ress of the cotton crop have been fa- 
vorable, although a late yield is an- 
ticipated in some sections. No trans- 
actions have been reported in new 
crude oil.

Seasonable weather has 
afforded the paint trade an opportunity 
to push operations, and it is believed 
a period of warm, dry weather will 
have a very favorable effect on the 
turpentine market. The call for ship- 
ments on export contracts is increas- 
ing, and a satisfactory business has 
been placed in additional lots.

Lard, Tallow, Stearines and Greases, 


LARD. 

Erratic fluctuations in grain have 
created a feeling of uneasiness in lard, 
and selling has predominated in all the 
future shipments. The consuming de- 
mand was scattered, and buyers have 
shown little inclination to extend com- 
mitments under present conditions. The 
run of hogs has been somewhat freer 
than generally expected, and a better 
movement during the next few weeks 
is predicted by leading packers. Trad- 
ing in the cash market has continued 


along limited lines and spot prices 
have declined in sympathy with fu- 
ture shipments. Exports of lard for 


the week amounted to 17,302,360 pounds, 
compared with 16,820,270 pounds forthe 
corresponding week last year. City 
steam lard at the close was held at 
10@10%c.. prime Western in tierces at 
10%,.@11\%e., and lard compound at 9@ 
9%c., according to brand, quality and 


TALLOW. 


Quiet trade conditions noted in our 
previous report have continued 
throughout the interval, and no sales 
of importance have taken place. The 
declining tendency of lard and cotton- 
seed oil was offset by a higher tallow 
market abroad. At the London auc- 
tion 1,112 casks were offered and 1,000 
were sold at unchanged prices to 24d. 
advance. In the local market svecial 
was held at 7c. loose and 7%4c. in 
tierces; city was quoted at 6%4c. loose. 
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Edible closed at 8@8%c. Exports for 
the week were 4,000 pounds. 


STEARINES. 


Although trading has embraced lim- 
ited proportions, the oleo stearine mar- 
ket has ruled steady at lic. Prevail- 
ing high prices have restricted buying 
and sales for the week were confined to 
three car lots. Lard stearine has re- 
mained steady at 12@12%c. Oleo oil 
is held at prices extending from 9%4%c. 
to 13%4c.. according to grade. Neutral 
lard was quoted at 12c. Closing cables 
from Rotterdam quoted oleo oil at 76 
florins and neutral lard at 69 florins. 
Exports of stearine from this port for 
the week were 42,800 pounds. 

GREASES. 

Only a moderate routine movement 
is reported for greases and the market 
has presented a quiet appearance. The 
fact that holdings are restricted is re- 
flected in the absence of pressure, and 
the tone of the market is steady re- 
gardless of the uncertain feeling in 
several competing products. The ex- 
port movement from this port for the 
week amounted to 1,224,400 pounds. At 
the close yellow was 5%@6\c.; white, 
64@7\4c.; brown, 5%@614c., and house, 
5% @6%c. Yellow grease stearine is 
held at 6@6%c. and white grease 
stearine, 64@6%c. 


Other Vegetable Oils. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is a good 
consuming demand for China wood oil 
both for spot goods and for futures. 
The question of quality is the only ele- 
ment which has disturbed trading of 
late and one of the main results of the 
controversies which have taken placehas 
been to educate certain consumers and 
they now realize that pure wood oil 
is not necessary for their requirements, 
nevertheless they insist on buying pure 
oil and will adulterate it to suit them- 
selves. The lower prices quoted for 
futures are attracting considerable 
business, but some _ sellers express 
doubt regarding the supply of oil 
which will reach Hankow and other 
Chinese ports. The high prices in vogue 
for months past induced holders of 
the oil to rush goods from the interior 
and some fears are felt that the sup- 
ply, while plentiful at present, may 
not hold out well enough to meet the 
demand throughout the year. Spot 
goods are quoted at 10@l1lic. with 8c. 
offered for July shipment. 

COCOANUT OTL.—The market has 
been unduly quiet in all descriptions 
during the interval. At a time of the 
year when cocoanut oils are usually 
well along in the upward trend to bet- 
ter prices, this year finds them in prac- 
tically the same position that they 
have been since the beginning of the 
year. In such a case one naturally 
turns to the primary markets for an 
explanation of the conditions. But 
London, Liverpool and Marsailles offer 
none. London advises us that there is 
practically no demand at all for Cochin. 
“There are sellers,’ says a_ letter 
dated May 20, “at £42 per ton for for- 
ward positions—and a bid of three 
pence less would probably be accepted. 
In Ceylon. for the time being, the 
market is very uninteresting, and while 
some inquiry was noted no trading of 
consequence was reported. There are 
sellers of May-July at £39 1%s., but 
buyers’ ideas are about £38 9s. In this 
connection it is interesting to note that 
the London cable Friday was £38 10s, 
and that the two words that accom- 
panied the quotation, “very dull,” tell 
a story that belies the letter written 


a few days before. In pressed oil 
May-June may be had at £35 10%s.@ 
£36 1%s. Liverpool tells practically 


the same story and quotes Cochin at 
£42, Ceylon at £39 6s., pressed at £37 
és., and copra oil at £41 6s. Marseilles 
is offering at 2% francs less than a 
week ago for copra, the quotation being 
9 franes per 100 kilos on spot, and 
99% for July-December shipment. 

Reviewing the condition in the pri- 
mary markets, broadly then, it appears 
that the situation is not one of estab- 
lishing a market price, for offers have 
been made to meet buvers’ ideas with- 
out result. It seems to be a case of 
“every one holding off to see what the 
other fellow will do,” with the prob- 
able consequence that the “other fel- 
low” is going to be the wily speculator, 
ready to drive the market out of sight 
at his first opportunity, to the dismay 
of buyers in general. One thing stands 
out, however, first hands will not break 
for prices much lower than those now 
offered. They realize that buyers have 
been purchasing barely from hand to 
mouth and will have to come into the 
market very soon. For this reason first 
hands are charv about making offers 
for the more distant positions,

gallon. 

PALM OIL.—Palm oil descriptions 


were again largely neglected and came 
in for only a sparse demand. Some 
leading interests are firm in their de- 
mands for good prices and quote Lagos 
at 7c., commercial Lagos at 6%c., and 


prime red at 6%@6%c. for spot and 
nearby positions. In other leading 


quarters, 64c. per pound may be done 
for Lagos on spot and 64c. for nearby 
delivery; 64c. on spot for commercial 
Lagos, and 6c. for forward delivery, 
and prime red at 6c. on spot and 5%c. 
for forward positions. Despite these 
unusually attractive prices, the market 
is quiet. Liverpool under date of May

The margin 
between them and other oils just now is an 
extraordinarily narrow one, and soft and hard 
river oils, as well as medium kinds, are prac- 
tically on the same level of prices, which is 
quite an exceptional feature. Toward the close 
an improved demand set in, which caused sell- 
ers to at once raise again their prices by 
fully 5s., with the sole result of immediately 
checking the demand. The visible supply re- 
mains large, and as long ag this is the case 
a permanent improvement in prices can hardly 
be looked for. 


PALM KERNEL OIL.—From prim- 
ary centers, notably London, word 
comes that the palm kernel oil market 
has had a considerable decline. May- 
June is offered at £36 6s. per ton and 
July-December at £36 9s. by London, 
with buyers of the last position at 
144d. less, f. 0. b. Hamburg. Liverpool 
quotes English at $8.68 and German at 
$8.35 per 100 pounds. In sympathy with 
the primary markets and as a result 
of the position of cocoanut oils, the 
local market is quiet. Some dealers 
ask 84% @9\c. on spot and 9c. forward, 
but 8.55e. on spot and 8.45c. forward, 
may be done. One dealer offers spot 
palm kernel oil at 8%c. 


RAPESEED OIL.—The market in 
rapeseed oil is rising and strength is 
the characteristic, both abroad and 
here, where sharp advances have been 
made. Actual trading has been more 
or less quiet, with a disposition on the 
part of dealers not to offer oil too 
freely. Among the notable _ price 
changes during the interval was an ad- 
vance in burning French to 80c, by 
one dealer. Refined is generally quoted 
at 68c. per gallon and all other descrip- 
tions likewise were increased. In one 
leading quarter inside prices quoted 
last week are still to be had—but this 
quarter is not pressing buyers to any 
extent. The full range of quotations, 
which vary according to dealer and 
quality, follow:—Burning French, 74@ 
80c. per gallon; blown, 73@75c.; refined, 
67@7l1c. per gallon, and filtered, 64@66c.

Signed 
statements of the manufacturers filed 
with the department are accepted as the 
allowance of drawback except that where 
the giycerin has been refined from im- 
ported crude glycerin, the proper allow- 
ance shall be made for loss in refining not 
to exceed 22 per cent. of the weight of the 
refined glycerin.

MINORITY RECOMMENDATIONS. ‘ 

With these changes the Democratic min- 
ority in their report say:— 


We recommend the passage of the bill with 
these amendments for the following reasons:— 

1, Because it furnishes a more scientific clas- 
sification, both as to subjects and as to rates 
of duty and makes a reduction in many of the 
rates of duty now too high and which were 
but slightly reduced by* the tariff act of 
August 5, 1909, and because under it the duties 
laid more nearly approach a revenue basis 
without crippling any American industry. 

It appears from the census reports of the 
manufactures of chemicals and allied products 
in 1910 that the value of the products manu- 
factured by the 11,863 establishments engaged 
in the businss was $1,479,700,000; that the 
total wages paid was $116,214,000, and salaries 
$81,037,000, making the total wages and salaries 
$197,251,000, or 13.33 per cent. of the value of 
the products. Deducting from the estimated 
imports given in the report of the Ways and 
Means Committee for the first twelve-month 
period of all the articles covered by H. R. 
20182, $96,770,850, the value of the imports 
that would come in free of duty by reason of 
the amendments proposed, $8,285,800, would 
leave imports of the value of $88,485,050, and 
deducting from the estimated duties upon iin- 
ports given in the report of the Ways and 
Means Committee as $16,120,007, the duties 
which would be collected on the imports which 
would come in free under the amendments, 
amounting to $758,393, the duties collected un- 
der the schedule as amended would amount 
to $15,362,804, making an average ad valorem 
duty of 17.85 per cent., which will more than 
cover the total labor cost and salaries. It 
cannot be urged, therefore, that the reduction 
proposed by this bill will cause a reduction cf 
the wages of those employed in these indus- 
tries. 

2. At the hearings before the Finance Com- 
mittee in the first session of the Sixty-second 
Congress upon the act entitled ‘“‘An act to 
promote reciprocal trade relations with the 
Dominion of Canada, and for other purposes,’’ 
it was claimed by the manufacturers of pulp 
and paper in the United States that they would 
be at a great disadvantage in competing with 
the Canadian manufacturers because of the 
higher duties which they were compelled to 
pay upon the chemicals used by them. Under 
the provisions of this act, which went into 
effect upon its passage July 26, 1911, wood 
pulp and paper from Canada, when imported 
into this country free of any export duty or 
license fee, are admitted free of duty; and 
under the favored-nation clause in treaties 
ither nations are now claiming admission of 
their pulp and paper into the Uniced 
States free of duty. Already about 70 per 
cent, of our ‘total imports of wood. pulp and 
paper from Canada enters the United States 
free of duty; and for the period of five months 
from;Augyst 1 to December 32, 19%1,:/these im- 
portations, im the case of wood pulp mechani- 
eally ground, amounted to $1,327,230, and of 
chemical pulp, bleached and unbleached, $365,- 
866. Under these conditions our paper manu- 
facturers are entitled to relief, where it can 
be fairly given, by the reduction of duties

At this point the committee Democrats 
furnish a table covering potash, soda, ver- 
milion reds, ultramarine, ocher, blanc- 
fixe, sulphuric acid, alum, chloride of 
lime, ete., as being among the articles 
utilized in the paper manufacturing indus- 
try, the rates of duty on which are re- 
duced from 10 to 50 per cent., in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the bill as it 
passed the House. Turning to the tex- 
tile industry, the minority say:— 

The manufacturers of woolen and cotton 
goods are the largest consumers of chemicals 
in this country, and in view of the fact that 
bills effecting large reductions in the duties 
upon woolen goods are now pending before 
Congress, which are soon to be followed by 
a bill reducing the duties upon manufactures 
of cotton, a reduction in duties upon the chem- 
icals used in the manufacture both of woolen 
and cotton goods should be made, as such 
chemicals are largely imported at a price in- 
ereased by the duties, 

The minority then quote from the Cen- 
sus Bureau reports to show that during 
19099 about thirteen and a half million dol- 
lars was the cost of chemicals and dye- 
stuffs used in the manufacture of woolen 
and cotton fabrics. After furnishing a table 
relating to the changes in duties under the 
House bill on chemicals and dyestuffs, in- 
cluding acids, bichromate of potash, hy- 
posulphite of soda, carbonate of soda, log- 
wood extract, coal-tar dyes, sulphuric and 
formic acid, the rates of duty on which 
are reduced from 5 to 25 per cent., the 
report says:—‘‘A large amount of dyestuffs 
used in American cotton mills is manufac- 
tured in Germany and other foreign coun- 
tries, and hence the rates of duty on these 
imports are of prime moment to our cot- 
ton manufacturers.’’ To this end the 
committee stands by the reduced duties 
proposed as to various acids, caustic soda, 
chloride of lime, vegetable dyes, logwood 
extract and coal-tar dyes. 

Then speaking particularly of the pro- 
visions relating to medicine, as contained 
in the House bill, the report says:— 

We fully approve the provisions of H. R. 
20182, by which the duties are reduced upon 
drugs and medicines, as shown by the follow-

Chen tollows a reference to the attitude 
of the Republican majority of the com- 
mittee with respect to the bill, together 
with a brief discussion by the minority 
Democrats of the Finance Committee as 
to benzoic acid and benzoate soda, phthalic 
acid and phenolphthalein, argols or crude 
tartar and cream tartar and tartaric acid, 
coal-tar products, camphor, iodide and po- 
tassium idodide, coca leaves and co- 
caine, citrate of lime and citric acid as 
follows:— 


Benzoic acid is transferred from the free list 
to the dutiable list, with a duty of 5 cents a 
pound by H. R. 20182, and the duty on ben- 
zoate of soda made from it reduced from 25 
per cent, to 15 per cent. No benzoate of soda 
is now imported, because the duty is prohibi- 
tive, and as it is used exclusively as a food 
preservative, which at present is discouraged, 
no hardship would seem to fall upon its manu- 
facture because of this change in duties, nor 
would those engaged in it seem to be entitled 
to the fostering care of the government under 
any theory. 

In the case of phthalic acid and phenolphtha- 
lein the import price of the latter is between 
$1 and $1.50 per pound, so that even at the 
lowest price it would pay a duty of 15 cents 
per pound, against the proposed duty of 5 cents 
upon the acid. Moreover, in its manufacture 
over 50 per cent. of the raw material used is 
carbolic acid, which H. R. 20182 places on the 
free list. The colors made from phthalic acid 
will pay a duty of 25 per cent. under H. R. 
20182, which will afford a sufficient manufac- 
turing margin. 

H. R. 20182 increases the duty on argols or 
cream tartar from & per cent. ad valorem to 
10 per cent. ad valorem, and upon tartaric 
acid and cream of tartar made from the same 
the duties are decreased from 5 cents a pound 
to 3 cents and 2% cents a pound, respectively. 
Argols or crude tartar, of which we imported 
29,269,977 pounds in 1911, at a unit value of 
about 10 cents a pound, would at the proposed 
ad valorem duty of 10 per cent., bear a duty 
of 1 cent per pound, and as cream of tartar, 
which is made from argols or wine lees by re- 
fining, bears a duty of 2% cents per pound, the 
difference between the duty on the raw mate- 
rial and that on the finished product will about 
equal the manufacturing cost, as the process 
of refining is simple and inexpensive, and con- 
sists in boiling the argols in water, thereby 
separating the cream of tartar from impurities, 
and obtaining crystals of cream of tartar by 
evaporation. In this process tartaric acid is 
one of the by-products, and what has been said 
of the duty on cream of tartar applies to the

Strong representations were made by sev 
parties to the Ways and Means Tenteahion te 
1908-9 as to the advisability of placing a duty 
upon certain of the primary and intermediate 
coal-tar products. It was claimed that this 
country could now supply these products and 
would do so with slight protection, and that 
this would not increase the price to the con- 
sumer of the finished product. (See Pp. 103- 
147, Tariff Hearings, Schedule A, 1908-9.)

per pound would be equivalent to an ad va- 
lorem duty of less than 10 per cent. 

In the case of gum chicle and chewing gum 
at the hearing before the Finance Committee 
the manufacturers declared their willingness 
to pay a duty of 50 per cent. ad valorem, 
which, at the price given in the imports for 
the last year, would be more than the duty 
proposed of 20 cents per pound. They wanted, 
however, the duty put on an ad valorem basis 
because they admittedly controlled the market 
and would be able to determine the price. In 
1911 we imported 5,368,567 pounds of chicle, 
practically all of which was converted into 
chewing gum, and doubling the duty will have 
little or no effect upon this import and will 
yield over half a million dollars additional 
revenue. No chewing gum is imported. The 
Chicle Trust is certainly no object of justifi- 
able commiseration. 

Potassium iodide contains 70.5 per cent. 
iodine; iodoform, 95 per cent. There is there- 
fore a large margin left to cover manufactur- 
ing differences. Neither potassium iodide nor 
iodoform are imported, nor are they likely to 
be under the reduced duty. The duty on iodo- 
form was eriginally placed high on account of 
the alcohol used in its manufacture, and since 
the introduction of denatured alcohol in 1906 
the high duty is no longer necessary. 

The duty on the leaves is increased from 5 
cents per pound to 10 cents per pound and on 
cocaine from $1.50 per ounce to $2 per ounce, 
a duty claimed by manufacturers and dealers 
to be prohibitive, which, in the case of a ‘ian- 
gerous drug like co¢aine, will assist in the 
regulation of its use. If the duty on the man- 
ufactured articles is made practically prohibi- 
tive, there should be an increased duty upon 
the leaves. 

In 1910 we manufactured $77,200 worth of 
eltric acid and imported only $9,940 worth, 
about 1% per cent. of our consumption. The 
duty of 7 cents a pound is clearly prohibitive. 
The duty of 1 cent a pound upon citrate of 
lime, which is easily manufactured, is equiva- 
lent to about 7 per cent. ad valorem, while 
the duty upon citric acid is over 10 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

In replying to the criticism of the majority 
of the committee that this bill imposes a tax 
upon articles which cannot be profitably pro- 
duced in this country ‘‘without any compensa- 
tion by way of encouragement of home indus- 
tries,’’ we reply that such a tax is a tax every 
cent of which goes into the treasury of the 
government, and which every patriotic citizen 
will freely pay, knowing that, although a tax 
upon consumption, it is used for the mainte- 
nance of his government and not to swell the 
profits of those who use the instrument of tax- 
ation for their own personal gains, 
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Petroleum Market and Reviews

The crude market has developed a 
further strengthening tendency, and 
advances are to be noted of 2c. in the 


Kansas and Oklahoma product and of 
5c. in Electra and Henryetta light oil 
to 70c. for both varieties. Operations 
in the Eastern fields for the week have 
been stimulated, and a material in- 
crease in completions is noted. The 
new production, however, did not equal 
that of the former week. West Vir- 
ginia holds first place in completions 
as well as new production, due to the 
continued rich resources of the Blue 
Creek pool of Kanawha county. Re- 
cent results in the pool show a wide 
assortment, from dry holes to gasers 
and light wells to an _ occasional 
gusher. One of the last-named type 
was a completion that showed an ini- 
tial production of 60 barrels an hour. 
Another well of exceptional capacity 
was credited with 1,100 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours, and besides its size 
was important as giving encourage- 
ment for a northeastern extension. 
Other new wells in the pool were re- 
ported to have started at the rate c¢ 
50 barrels an hour. Lincoln county is 
the seene of increased drilling opera- 
tions, and more new work is reported 
te be in progress there than at any 
other time since the county attained 
interest as a petroleum center. In the 
old Shinnston pool of Harrison county 
a 10-barrel pumper was brought in, but 
a wildcat venture two miles north of 
production in Monroe township came 
in a duster. While Southeastern Ohio 
operations recorded an increase in com- 
pletions, the new production was not 
as large as that of the former week. 
Wells of encouraging capacity are be- 
ing drilled in Perry and Hocking coun- 
ties, The output of the Gore-New 
Straitsville field is placed at about 7,300 
barrels a day. The Bremen Junction 
City field of Perry. and Fairfield coun- 
ties shows. a_ steady decline. Bel- 
mont county furnished a surprise in 
the wildcat venture that was reported 
g00d for 50 barrels a day in Washing- 
ton township. 

Interesting experimental drilling is 
reported in Western Kentucky fields, 
fully a dozen counties more than a 
hundred miles from the present pipe- 
line extension being the scene of opera- 
tions, and in a few instances the re- 
sults have been encouraging. One of 
the features of recent drilling was a 
strike of 5 to 8 barrels daily in Cumber- 
land county, near the location of an 
old well said to have been drilled in

The 
proposal to build a pipe line [rom the 
Busseyville development of Lawrence 
county to a marketing point is expect- 
ed to lend new interest to work in that 
county. ‘There was.no practical cnange 
in the returns for the week from tne 
Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio and 
indiana. The most interesting section 
is the Seneca county field of Onio, near 
Tiflin, wnere an active leasing cam- 
paign is reportedl. Wood county is in 
the lead in conipvleted work as well as 
new production in the Ohio end. ''here 
were but two cumpleticns in Indiana 
curing the week, with a total daily out- 
put of 35 barrels. The record of Jilinois 
tor the week indicated a decline in 
1ew wells and new production. ‘the 
deep sand field of Lawrence ccunty 
continues the muinstay of operations. 
Three of the weex’s completions in this 
vounty were credited with 600, 400 and 
300 barrels a day, respectively. Craw- 
ford county furnished several good 
completions, while other sections of the 
State contributed only routine results. 

Our mid-continent correspondent 
avrites of the slackness of development 
work this month, thus nullifying the 
expectations that May would record 
the largest amount of completed work 
in the history of the field for any single 
month. The reason for the backward 
state of work is the fact that the roads 
have been almost impassable and many 
parts of the field have been inundated. 
The work in progress, however, is de- 
scribed as full of interest and possi- 
bilities. Wildcat drilling is receiving 
considerable attention throughout the 
field, and in many of the old aban- 
doned districts the more favorable mar- 
ket for crude is reviving interest. One of 
the most attractive spots in the mid- 
continent field is the Creek Nation, 
where three wells with an original ca- 
pacity of 1,200 barrels each have been 
brought in. A 1,000 barrel well is re- 
ported in the Osage. Pipe line runs in- 
dicate a gradual decline in production. 
The leading company in the field has 
taken an average of 77,359 barrels a 
day into its lines and has delivered for 
consumption 93,019 barrels. During the 
first half of the month its stock had 
been reduced by 219,246 barrels. 


Advices from California note a de-

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EKays‘ern Petroleum Review 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Montpelier, Ind., May 23, 1912. 


A review of the high-grade petroleum’ fields 
east of the Mississippi iver, comprising ILlli- 
nois, Indiana, Kentucky, Northwestern, Central 
and Southeastern Ohio, West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and Southern New York, for the 
week shows an increase in completed wells and 
dry holes, while the new production takes a 
slight fall, due .o the fact that the wells in 
the Blue Creek field in Kanawha county, 
West Virginia, did not come in with the 
gusher rate, as did the previous week’s com- 
pletions. 

The decline in new production was also due 
to the fact thta the late wells in the Lilinois* 
neld are not as productive as the wells of the 
previous week, while in Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana the wells note a slight gain in new 
production. The Pennsylvania and Kentucky 
fields show a decrease. 

The weather conditions in all the high-grade 
fields are tavorable, and the next tew weeks 
should prove the most active for some time. 
‘the roads are now in a passable condition tor 
the transportation of drilling machinery and 
other tools used in the oil business, 

At the present time the WDastern fields have 
nothing to attract the attention of the oil 
operaturs with the exception of the new de- 
velopment in West Virginia. Work is also 
progressing rapidly in the Southeastern Ohio 
field. Illinois has nothing to offer at the pres- 
ent time, with the exception of a little de- 
velopment in Lawrence county. In the North- 
western Ohio and Indiana field the chances tor 
active work does not look very promising. 


West Virginia. 


Leasing is the main feature in the Little 
Mountain State, and every available tract of 
land is being taken by operating concerns in 
tne State. Kanawha county is receiving the 
most attention in this line, but the leasers are 
not slow in the other sections. Clay, Lincoln, 
Upshur, Jackson, Raleigh, Mason, Fayette, 
Boone and Ohio counties are also coming in 
for their share, 

Within the past few days several strikes 
have been made in the Blue Creek field in 
Kanawha county, which indicates that the 
pool may have a much wider extent than was 
at first apparent. The South Penn Oil Com- 
pany’s recent test on the Bannister tract and 
the United Fuel Oil Company’s second test on 
the Brown tract are taken to indicate that 
there is a chance for a number of good wells 
between these localities and the former out- 
posts of production, and upon the strength of 
these strikes there will be a great deal of 
drilling in that part of the field. ‘To the south- 
west of the field the South Penn’s well on the 
Albert Myers tract and the Edwards Company's 
well on the Frank Myers tract, both of which 
are of the gusher variety, are taken by oil 
men as indicating the probability of a large 
volume of new production in that quarter. 
And acting on the further possibility of there 
being an intermediate pool of oil between 
the Blue Creek and Griffithsville fields, wild- 
catters are now making locations, and in one 
instance are drilling on Coal River. Thus far 
no paying wells have been drilled in between 
the Kanawha River and what is regarded as 
the extreme southwestern limit of the Blue 
Creek field. 


A great deal of interest is now centered in 
the vicinity of the South Charleston bridge, in 
Charleston, where operators are starting new 
work. The C. O. G. Oil Company is now 
drilling a well on the Blaine farm, which is 
due in the sand. Unknown parties are alsuv 
drilling on the Grieshaber lot. Town lots in 
the city are all being leased in this direction. 


One of the best completions the past week 
was Grosscup, Rummels & Schwabe’s second 
test on the David Jarrett tract, and the well 
is showing for a 750-barrel producer. This 
well is located on Pinch Creek, and is far in 
advance of the known limits of the pool. This 
well is located 800 feet south of the initial 
test on that tract, and is the best well yet 
found in the southwest direction. The Ohio 
Fuel Oil Company completed their No. 16 test 
on the Chow-Copenhaver tract, and the well pro- 
duced 700 barrels. ‘The seventh test on the 
Davidson and Gates tract was also completed 
and started at 70 barrels an hour. The well 
will probably make a 250 or 300-barrel pro- 
ducer. The W. S. Edwards Oil Company com- 
pleted its second test on the Goshorn tract, 
located one and one-half miles west of the 
David Jarrett tract, and the well came in a 
duster. The Blue Creek Development Com- 
pany completed its test on the A. M,. Davis 
tract, located one and one-half miles north of 
the Brown tract, and the well came in a gas- 
ser with a volume of 4,000,000 cubic feet daily. 
The Oho Fuel Oil Company completed two 
tests on the Ethel Price heirs’ tract the past 
week, the wells being Nos. 4 and 5. The No. 4 
well produced 450 barrels the first 24 hours, 
while the fifth test produced 125 barrels. The 
South Penn Oil Company’s initial test on the 
J. F. Hanshaw tract is good for about 90 
barrels a day. 


The Ohio Fuel Oil Company also completed 
its ninth test on the G. W. White tract the 
past weck, and the well produced 900 barrels. 
This well is located right in among a number 
of the older wells, and the size of its pro- 
duction came in as a surprise, as‘ it was 
thought that that section had been too closely 
drilled in to furnish any more large producers. 

The United Fuel Gas Company completed its 
first test on the Edgell tract, and the well pro- 
duced 15 barrels the first 24 hours. This well 
is located in the northeast direction and adds 
over one mile of new territory to the de- 
velopment, 


Shooting is still a feature in the pool, and 
some of the wells are being put on the beam, 
as*a number of them have declined to but 10 
barrels a day. 

The northeast direction is the most active 
in the pool, although a number of wells are 
also drilling to the southwest. The west side 


;of the northeast extension does not look very 


———————————__—_—_ 


favorable, as the late completions have deen 
all of the gasser type. So far two+gassers 
have been found in this direction and one 
duster. The two gassers are located on the 
Derrick and Goshorn tract, and the duster is 
also located on the latter tract.

Southeastern Ohio. 


Operations continue about the same as the 
previous week in the Southeastern Ohio fields. 
there were ten more completions than former- 
Ty, but the wells were not as large and there 
was a slight decrease in new production. The 
shallow sand fields are very active, but they 
have nothing to offer in the way of large pro- 
ducers, as the wells average around the five- 
barrel mark. Two completions were the most 
that any district in the shallow sand fields 
could offer. The best well of the week was 
in Belmont county, where a_seventy-barrel 
well was completed. This is above the aver- 
age and its completion will probably not start 
any new work in the vicinity unless a number 
of wells of this size are completed. The well 
is owned by Bert Lee and others, and is lo- 
cated on the Walsh farm, in Lawrence town- 
ship. ‘Ten completions were reported from the 
shallow sand fields and the production was 
but 100 barrels and the one well in Belmont 
oer produced seventy barrels of that 
amount, 


Active work is being carried on in all direc- 
tions of the deep sand fields of Perry and 
Hocking counties and some fine wells are be- 
ing found. A new well was completed in the 
Bremen end of the field this week and was a 
tuurty-barrel producer, The well is located 
southwest of the town and is on the McCand- 
lish farm and was drilled by J. J. Klise. Dur- 
ing the heydey of its existence the Bremen- 
Junction City field had a maximum produc- 
tion of about 5,200 barrels daily. At present 
this production has been reduced over 50 per 
cent, The Gore and New Straitsviile fields 
produces about 7,300 barrels as nearly as can 
be ascertained, 

The Chartiers Company has completed its 
No. 26 well on the Hocking Products Com- 
pany’s land and the well is showing for a 
twenty-five barrel producer, The Cove Oil and 
Gas Company's third test on the Sam Hood 
farm is producing sixty-five barrels. South of 
New Straitsville the Purvis-Martin well, on 
Lost Run, the well has a showing of oil at 
twelve feet in the sand with the chances for 
a large producer 

Two good wells in the Gore district are 
those of the Fisher Company, on the holdings 
of L. W. Howdyshell lands, which made 225 
barrels, and the Logan Natural Gas and Fuel 
Company, on the Hite farm, which produced 
100 barrels. The Freehold Oil Company’s well 
on the Nutter farm is a twenty-five barrel 
producer, 

The Maxville district, where two or three 
light producers have been drilled in, is again 
coming to the fore. The Carter Oil Company, 
which allowed leases to lapse on 1,000 acres, 
has been the magnet which attracted Pitts- 
burgh oil people. These leases are now being 
renewed. Light producers have been drilled 
in on the Harvey Howdyshell property and 
the Goodlive lands. To the north of Maxville 
on the J. J. Pearl lands, the first producer 
came in, It will make ten or fifteen barrels, 


Central Ohio. 


Active operations are reported in all sections 
of the Central Ohio fields, and within the next 
few days a large number of wells are due in 
the sand, No late gassers of large size have 
been reported for several weeks, but the well 
now hearine the sand will probably come in 
with a good volume of the natural fuel. Ash- 
Jand county continues the most active through- 
ous eee gas belt, and Licking county is not far 

ehind, 


In Cuyahoga county a revival in operations 
is noted and in and around Cleveland a good- 
sized number of wells are drilling and under 
way. Newburg, a suburb of Cleveland, seems 
to be the favored spot at the present time, 
The Ohio Oil Company will drill their test on 
the Chojnacke farm deepér in hopes of find- 
ing oil in the Clinton sand, The well was 
dried as far as the Niagara formation, where 
it had a showing of oil. A number of new 
locations have been made and operations will 
be started at once. 


In Medina county the East Ohio Gas Com- 
pany, the Ohio Fuel Supply Company, the 
Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Company ang the 
Star Drilling Company are drilling a number 
of wells, ot which three or four should be 
completed this week. In Lorain county,. es- 
pecially in Russia township, a number of new 
wells are under were and active operations 
look favorable in that section. Wayne county, 
near the town of Wooster, is also receiving 
some attention from the gas concerns in the 
Central Ohio fields, and this county promises 
to be one of the most active during the sum- 
mer months, 


Ten gassers were. reported from the Ohio 
gas belt the past week, Licking county having 
three of them, while Knox and Ashland each 
had two, Hocking two and Noble one. Musk- 
ingum had two completions, both being: five- 
barrel producers, 


Nearly thirty wells are under way and 
drilling in different sections of Muskingum 
and Licking counties, where the operators are 
trying to open up a new deep sand field. So 
far their efforts have been fruitless, with the 
exception of about four wells. The latest well 
to be completed in the field was the Planet 
Oil and Gas Company’s test on the Ankrum 
farm, which was completed several weeks ago 
and which is still holding up at 125 barrels a 
day. The staying qualities of this well is sur- 
prising the operators, and they are hoping for 
a pool in this section of the State to equal 
the development at Gore and New Straitsville. 


Other Fields. 


The Illinois, Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky fields have not very much to offer, 
as the fields are all very well developed, with 
the exception of Kentucky. This last-named 
State is receiving a great deal of attention, 
but the country is broken up so that the oper- 
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ators do not look for a new and productive 
pool.

Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., May 22, 1912. 


Some interesting experimental drilling is 
now in progress in the fields of Western Ken-~ 
tucky, and on the outcome of the new tests 
will depend in great measure the prospects for 
a continuation of drilling in that direction. 
Fully a dozen counties over a hundred miles 
from the present pipe line extensions are be- 
ing drilled by new operators, and in two or 
three instances results have been encouraging. 
Probably a dozen test wells are now drilling 
in the counties of Cumberland, Warren, Bar- 
ren, Ohio, Allen and Muhlenberg and in other 
counties in which work has not yet started 
large acreages of territory are held for future 
development, pending the outsome of the work 
now under way. 

Among the past week’s results was a strike 
of small capacity in Cumberland county, near 
the location of the old well drilled in 1826, 
and regarded as among the first petroleum 
wells drilled in America. The new well shows 
for five or eight barrels daily. Two new rigs 
will be erected at once. Within the last few 
days three new rigs have been erected in Allen 
county, and the first work yet attempted in 
that region ig assuming good headway. Bet- 
ter progress has been made in Ohio county 
than in any other wildcat field of Western 
Kentucky, and operators have the nucleus for 
a development in three wells recently drilled, 
one of which shows a production of twenty 
barrels daily. Several wells are now drilling 
in that field. Work will shortly be resumed 
in Barren county, which contains the only 
field in Western Kentucky where oil has been 
developed in sufficient quantities to justify the 
establishment of a market. Twelve years ago 
the industry flourished in Barren county, 
but no production or marketing has marked 
the interval. Northern operators are attempt- 
ing to restore the production and a number of 
wells will be drilled along Boyd’s Creek, where 
a large acreage was proven productive in the 
tests twelve years ago. The trade is awaiting 
with interest the drilling started this month 
in these counties, 

In the established fields of the State the week 
was featureless. Several strikes of fair ca- 
pacity were made in Wayne county, lower 
Kentucky. A new well in the Mount Pisgah 
district made forty barrels on its initial test. 
A strike of twenty barrels capacity was made 
in the Rock Creek district. Both completions 
were well within the proven area. A feature 
of Wayne county operations was a strike of 
fair capacity at Griffin, the first completion in 
that district in several weeks, 

Upper Kentucky developments are increasing. 
in scope with the more thorough trying out 
of the Wolfe county extensions. A _ strike 
beyond the developed area is reported for that 
county, the capacity being ten barrels daily. 
In the Campton extension a number of new 
derricks haVe been erected within the last two: 
weeks, and two or three tests are being started 
between the new extension and the old pool, 
these fields being five miles apart. 

Operators in the new field of Lawrence 
county, Northeastern Kentucky, propose to 
build a pipe line from the Busseyville develop- 
ment to a point on the Chesapeake and Ohio: 
Railway and market their product by the tank. 
car method. Impatient over a pipe ilne to: 
connect with the Kentucky lines of the Stand- 
ard, which has been in prospect for some time, 
but without any headway in construction, the 
operators are considering the providing of a 
market themselves. As yet no organization. 
has been effected to take up the building of a 
pipe line from the field to the railroad, but it 
is thought that plans will be formulated before 
the end of the month. The settled production 
ag yet is not large, and in the present stage 
of development there is some doubt of the 
wisdom of an extension from the Cumberland 
lines, which would be a costly project. Law- 
rence county contains several drilling wells, 
but no completions are reported for the week 
just closed. The storage capacity of the field 
has been considerably increased lately and the 
owners of wells are busy getting oil above 
ground, 

Early in the week a big gas well was drilled. 
in Bracken county, on the Ohio River. The 
well has a flow said to be a million feet 
daily. It was drilled by the Ohio Gas and 
Oil Company and is the outcome of the first 
of a number of tests proposed by the company 
in a tier of counties bordering the Ohio. Other 
wells will be drilled at once. 

The Central Kentucky Natural Gas Com- 
pany has practically completed surveys for its 
long line from the Menifee county gas belt to 
Martin county, bordering West Virginia, and 
the building of this line will start in the near 
future. It ig designed to augment the gas: 
supply of Lexington and other Central Ken- 
tucky cities.

Calitornia Petroleum Situation, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Cal., May 18, 1912. 

The present depression in the oil business 
here is serving a good purpose in many re- 
spects, and has been seized by oil men gen- 
erally as a stock-taking time. ‘he great waste 
Which has characterized the business here, the 
same as in every oil field in its earlier days of 
uevelopment, is receiving increasing attention, 
and as a result the pronts ot the industry wiil 
probably be greatly increased. 

‘he matter of treating ali the oil now pro- 
duced was touched upon in this correspondence 
last week. ‘hat a barrel of crude oil whose 
ingredients are worth several dollars should 
be solid for 35 cents to be burned as fuel is 
now recognized as a waste, and as rapidly 
as possible means are being taken to ‘‘get ail 
there is in it’’ out of crude oil. ‘Ine gas ques- 


tion is also becoming more prominent every 
day. For years millions of feet of natural gas 
have been ‘‘burned to get rid of it’ by being 


piped away from the Gganger zone around the 
Wells, ‘Tne big gas companies are now taking 
the matter up and one company, the Midway 
Gas Company, is now laying a twelve-incn 
pipe line trom the Kern county oil fields to 
Los Angeles, and by January 1, 1914, tne peo- 
ple of tnis city wiil be supplied witn natural 
gas for fuel, Other great gas companies do- 
ing business in the larger cities are aiso ne- 
gotiating for gas in the other fields with a 
view wo piping it to market. 

ine gasvline-lrom-gas ousiness is also as- 
Suming important proportions and a consider- 
apie industry is likely to be built up in this 
branch of te business. it has been demon- 
strated that the gas trom tne deep wells wnich 
produce the lighter grades or oil carry a large 
percentage Oi moisture, which by compression 
is extracted and forms a grade OL gasolne that 
1s invaiuabie in the markets. ‘There is aiways 
a shortage in the gasoline market on this cvast, 
Or has been tor several years, and miliions of 
gallons aave been shipped in annualiy. in the 
fullerton and Santa Maria fields where the 
light oil 1s produced gasoline compressing 
piants ar? being instailea and a demand has 
sprung up tor gas for this purpose, ‘ne 
Lnion Git Coinpany has about 1/,vvv,v00 feet 
et gas om its properties in the Santa Maria 
fiela, which on tests is smown to carry in 
some instances as high as six gallons of gaso- 
line to the thousand cubic feet of kas. When 
it is Known that gas carrying one gallon makes 
an excellent commercial proposition the pvussi- 
bilities can be seen. ‘the company is now in- 
stalling « compressed pliant and wiil increase 
it gradually until all the productive gas is 
utilized. The Dover and Pinal oil companies 
have installed an eighty horse-power pliant 
on their properties ana the Hall & Hall Com- 
pany have nad one in satisfactory operation 
ior several months. Tne Purity Gasoline Com- 
pany is erecting a plant on the property of 
the Rice Ranch Oil Company, and is negotiat- 
a. for the gas trom olner properties in the 
field. 

These are examples of the utilization of val- 
uable products which have heretofore gone to 
waste in connection with the development of 
the oil indusiry, and shows a greatly in- 
crease] value in the industry as a whole. 


WILDCATTING. 


Notwithstanding the general depression in 
the industry there continues to be some wild- 
catting in various parts of Lue State, The 
‘lri-county Oil Company is the name of a 
concern backed by San Francisco capitalists 
which is drilling in the Parkfield district in 
Monterey county, about 100 miles north of the 
Santa Maria field, and across ine coast range 
west from Coalinga about twenty miles. 
There are numerous surface indications in this 
country of the presence of a very high gravity 
oil, and prospectors have been attempting to 
locate the main body of sand for about fif- 
teen years, although up to the present time 
the efforts have been spasmodic and not very 
vigorously prosecuted, and as a result the 
holies have been abandoned at shallow depths. 
The Tri-county company is going after it with 
the most modern equipment and is backed by 
ample capital. The well now being drilled is 
3,200 feet deep and the formation all the way 
down very closely resembles that encountered 
in the Canadian-Coalinga well, another wildcat 
that opened up the South Coalinga district 
several months ago. At about 2,200 feet about 
five feet of pay sand were drilled through, and 
from that to the present depth a strong gas 
pressure has been encountered and every indi- 
cation points to a strike within the next 300 
feet. Most of the land in the vicinity of the 
well has already been taken up by purchase 
‘or lease, and the holders are only waiting a 
strike to begin operations, 

About 100 miles further up the coast, 
Santa Clara county, near Los Gatos, M. S. 
Kellerman and associates have acquired a 
considerable acreage and are moving in two 
rigs and will begin drilling two test wells. 
This country resembles very closely the Park- 
field district, and indications are that the oil, 
if found, will be the high gravity stuff. 

In’*the northern part of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, near Lathrop, the Independence Oil Com- 
pany is still at work on a wildcat, which the 
owners say ‘‘looks good.’’ Work has been un- 
der way here for more than a year. The 
Standard Oil Company had two strings of 
tools going near this point, but after going 
-down 3,000 feet suspended work. 

The Vallecitos district, northwest of Co- 
-alinga, in San Benita county, is another place 
that has attracted the wildcatters, and three 
strings are now running here. At several dif- 
ferent times reports have come out that a 
but they have always 
proved groundless, The Range Sixteen Ou 
Company has at present the most promising 
prospect, and is down about 2,200 feet. Pock- 
ets of oil and gas have been encountered as 
the work progressed—just enough to encourage 
the owners to further drilling. 

The Union Oil Company owns large blocks 
of land here and fifteen or twenty years ago 
drilled a number of shallow holes, Here also 
the product, if it is found in commercial quan- 
tities, will be the light oil. 

In Los Angeles county, on the north side of 
the Santa Monica Mountains, near Calabassas, 
the Calabassas Oil Company is drilling a test 
well, but as yet has found nothing in any 
quantity. In Orange county, at Newport 
Beach, a number of wells have been drilied 


in 
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and some oil found, but water broke in and 


ruined the welis, {t is firmly believed that 
some day an oil fleld will be opened up here, 
as large beas of asphalt are found similar to 
Lnose in evidence near some of the other de- 
veiopeu fields, 

the tact is, however, that there is at pres- 
ent enough oil on the market such as it is. 
‘the light product will always be sought and 
Wiil always command a much higher price than 
the heavy oil, and it will be notea that all 
the present prospecting is being done in dis- 
tricts that promise the light product, 

STANDARD OIL, EARNINGS.

‘he California branch is capitalized at $25,- 
‘00,000 and has property intrinsically worth 
tnat, 

According to a recent statement made by 
the company the California concern handles 
but 20 per cent, of the business in this Siate. 
‘ne two retineries belonging to the cumpany 
handle about 16,0V0,0U0 barrels of oil a year. 
Mighty per cent. of the product of these two 
plants is shipped to the Orient. Tne company 
now holds contacts calling for the delivery 
of refined products in the Orient which amount 
to @ total of 9U,0U0,U00 gallons. Tne company 
is alsu building up a vig market along the 
coast and in tne Hawaiian Isiands and Cen- 
tral and South America with the ‘‘residuum’’ 
irom the refineries which makes an excelient 
fuel. ‘he company will also shortly be in the 
usphalt business on a large scale, and is build- 
ing a large addition to its Point Richmond 
plant for the purpose of making asphalt, 

FIELD NOTES. 

4 San Francisco report states that the Pal- 
mer Union Oil Company has made arrange 
ments with an Englisn syndicate for financng 
vf development work on its properties in the 
Cat Canyon district, and that $1,500,00u for 
that purpuse will soon be availiable. The 
company officials now deny that the company 
holaings have been sold and say they nave 
simply ‘‘tuken in’’ some interests that are of 
value to them in a financial way. It is said 
the capitalization will be increased but tnat 
the present stockholders will be ampiy pro- 
lected, 

The recent annual report of the Navy De- 
partment for the year 1l¥l] has quite surprised 
vil men here by the fact made known that, 
although large quantities of fuel oil were pur- 
chased by tne department, it was all bougnt 
on the Atlantic coast and none on the Pacirc. 

The report also shows that the department 
shipped 158,843 tons of coal to the Pacific 
coast last year. With 4%,uvu0,0Uyg barreis of 
oil in storage here constantly increasing and 
a daily output of more than 2uU,vU0U barreis, 
oil men are wondering why this state of at- 
fairs exist, and no doubt a movement wiil be 
inaugurated to ascertain the reasons. The 
best liquid fuel in the world can be bought 
on San Francisco bay at 70 cents per barrel, 
which is equivalent to $3.50 per ton for coal, 
tor which the Navy Vepartment pays §8. 

The Rice Ranch Oil Company has just com- 
pleted another well that started at 259 bar- 
rels a day. The company will soon complete 
No. ¥ and is building rigs for Nos, 10 and 11. 
This company owns 4U acres in the Santa 
Maria field and has a production of 21,000 
barrels a month of light gravity oil. 

The Mays Oil Company’s No. 3 on section 
28-31-23 in the Midway is still tlowing 3,v0U 


barrels a day of w27-gravity oil. This well 
is only 1,3u0 feet deep, while No, 1 is now 
4,000 feet and No, 2 is 2,750 feet. and the 


latter is not producing yet. 

The Union Oit Company has decided to make 
a@ test of its well on the Hopkins lease on 
the North McKettrick front. ‘The hole was 
put down 4,000 feet and was about to be 
abandoned, but recently in bailing live oil 
was discovered and it was decided tw tube 
the well and pump it. An outcrop directly 
north of this well apparently dips toward the 
north, where the Belle Ridge Company is get- 
ting good wells at a much shallower depth. 
it seems to indicate a complete break in the 
oil strata north of the old McKettrick belt 
and south of the Belle Ridge. 

The General Petroleum Company and the 
General Pipe Line Company continue to in- 
crease their holdings and now controls some 
of the best territory in the Sunset-Midway, 
Belle Ridge and Lost Hills districts and is 
assuming a commanding position among the 
oil concerns of the State. The sale of the 
Bear Creek Oil Company property to the Gen 
eral Petroleum Company has just been re- 
ported. The company has SU acres in section 
14-31-23 in the Sunset-Midway with several 
good producing wells already drilled and good 
prospects that all the acreage is good. The 
price is given as $750,000. The Bear Creek 
Company was organized to operate originally 
in the Santa Maria field, but met with failure 
then. In the early days of the Midway ex- 
citemént the officers secured the Midway land 
which has proven to be a money maker. 

Reports that are coming in from the dif- 
ferent fields indicate that their will be little 
change noted in conditions for April from a 
month previous, although the consumption fig- 
ures, it is said, will show an increase. In the 
Coalinga field production declined slightly and 
shipments increased and stocks were decreased 
to some extent. There was only one new rig 
built in this field during the month of April. 

The Brea Canyon Oil Company has com- 
pleted its No, 3 in the Fullerton field directly 
across the line from the Pico Oil Company's 
No. 1, at a depth of 2,880 feet and reports it 
a 350-barrel well with a product of 1¥ grav- 
ity. The Pico well has been thowing about 
400 barrels for nearly two years. 





Lima Petroleum Fields.

Lima, O., May 23, 1912. 


The heavy rains that prevailed the past week 
placed an embargo on drilling wells, and 
‘nothing out of the ordinary was completed in 
the Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio or In- 
diana. Wood county was the most active in 
the Northwestern Ohio end the past week, 
showing five completions and over 200 barrels 
of new production, One of the best wells com- 
pleted in this county for some time was 
brought in the past week by W. P. Black and 
others on their No. 5 well on the 8S, Slatur- 
beck farm, which produced 100 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours. in the same vicinity Lang- 
made completed his test on the Barth farm, 
and it produced 10 barrels. 

A great deal of excitement still prevails in 
the Seneca county field in and around the 
town of Tiffin. ‘he Paragon Refining Com- 
pany and the Sun Company are active leasing 
in that direction. Nothing out of the ordinary 
has secured the option on a number of leases 
in taht direction. Nothing out of the ordinary 
was completed in this section the past week, 
but the operators are still hopetul of opening 
up a new pool in the Northwestern part of the 
State. A number of wells are also drilling 
in Hancock county, but the late completions 
are ali of the stripper size. 

In the Indiana oil regions no section has 
anything to offer, and a resume of operations 
does not look favorable. Camden completed 
one well good for 30 barrels, but outside of 
that no other completion was reported over 
5 barrels.

Mid-Continent Oil Field Backward. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Independence, Kan., May 21, 1912, 
Development work this month is not com- 
ing up to the expectations expressed at the 
beginning oO: the month, it was then be- 
lieved that May would witness the largest 
amount of completed work in the history of 
the field for a single month. But conditions 
nave not been tavorable. The roads have 
been almost impassable and many parts of the 


tieid have been inundated. However, there is 
a lurge amount of work going on and there 
may be @ Spurt from now to the close of the 


month, 

The work being done is full of interest and 
pusvibilities. Wildcat wells are being drilled 
im every par* of the tield and lease takers are 
everywhere at work This is especially true 
in the old abandoned districts, where five or 
six years ago pumping was discontinuea be- 
cause the wells had dropped of to six or eight 
and sometimes ten barreis a day, and it was 
not deemed worth while to pump them at the 
then prevailing market. The market is now 
up to 63 cents, and apparently bound very soon 
for the 75-cent mark, and this same territory 
is looking attractive. Operators have gone in 
upon some of the abandoned leases at Coffey- 
vile and are drilling between old wells, get- 
ling producers starung at from twenty-live 
io ninety barrels a day. kvery available acre 
nas been taken up at Wayside and new leasers 
are at work at solton taking up territory ip 
that onte famous pool, the first big gusner dis- 
trict in Kansas, Jhere is a settied conviction 
that a pool exists somewhere between Way- 
side and Elk City, and leases are being taken 
there. The Dover Uil Company has drilled in 
another well on the Harmon at Hik City and 
it is a producer tu the extent of thirty-five bar- 
rels a day. ‘this is considered very good, be- 
cause the territory is shallow and inexpensive 
and the wells hoid up well. At Cherryvale 
thousands of acres have been tied up, This 
is where the Uncle Sam Oii Company began 
operations, and some of the wells which tnat 
company at frst operated are now held under 
new iease by other prospectors. Wells will be 
in course of drilling in this fleld withn the 
next tew weeks. in Chaulauqua county leases 
are being taken in the southeast corner of the 
county in the hope of finding an extension 
north of the Ramsey pool in Oklahoma, There 
ils aiso considerabie iease activity along the 
State une south of Hewins. ‘There are four or 
tive rigs at work in that vicinity now, a couple 
also across the line in Oklahoma. Here some 
lair wells are being found. They are not 
jarge, but they hoid the initial production 
firmly and the oil is 41 gravity. An attempt 
was being made to develop a pool north of 
this near Hewins when tne bottom dropped 
out of things in this State five or six years 
ago. There is a little activity southwest of 
sedan, north and south of the Casement pool. 
‘here are seven strings of tools drilling at 
what is known now as Spindietop, 29-88-11. 
‘vhe last well completed by the Sedan Oil Com- 
pany on the A, Casement land started off at 
15v_ barrels. Scattered drilling is going on 
pretty well over the county now. 

in the tar northern limits of the old Kansas 
development some work is being started. 
ahis is in Frankiin county. These wells were 
abandoned oDly about two years ago, and some 
of them at that time were making ten barrels 
a@ day. ‘tae Prairie UO1l and Gas Company 
never took up its line to that pool, and now 
it is an attractive piace. There are about 
Mve strings of tools there now and two or 
three welis, starting at twenty-five barrels, 
have been compieted. 

The Ramsey pool in upper Cherokee is now 
attracting renewed interest. ‘To the far south 


end of tne territory in 2-28-13 a new wel 
has been completed, starting at 150 barrela, 


which has caused an inrusn of lease takers 
and territory is in demand, it is estimated 
tne pool may extend eignt or ten miles to the 
svutn and possibiy up into Kansas, 

East of Bartlesville a new effort is being 
made to extend the shallow sand pool west- 
ward. There is more work now in the Coody’s 
Bluff, Claggett and Alluwe districts of the 
shaliow sand than beiore in several months, 
‘rhe territory is quite sure but generally small. 
Drilling is still in progress to connect the 
Sageeyah wells with a pvol, but there is noth- 
ing new there, 

Une of the most attractive spots in the mid- 
continent held now is the Creek nation. The 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company has drillied three 
nine wells on the Pink Livans and Pleasant 
Berryhill farms, in 18-14-12, extension of the 
old Hamilton Switch pool. ‘They started at 
1,200 barrels each, the last one peing only a 
tew days old. Gunsburg & Forman, the Kast- 
ern Oii Company, the Prairie, and the Mid- 
continent Oil and Development Company are 
now drilling in that pool, 


Down at Tiger Flats, which is also in the 
Okmulgee district, several wells are being 
started, This is territory which has been 


known for five years to be productive, but the 
depth of the sand, the cost of drilling and the 
low market delayed its development. T. N. 
Barnsdall is starting two wells there now. 
He has held thousands of acres of leases there 
for years. 

Henryetta is again commanding attention. 
The big gas well on the Flecks, in 56-12-13, and 
the lu0-barrel producer on the Wesley, in 
35-12-13, have led to strengthen the convic- 
tion that southeast of the old development 
would be found another pool, or an extension. 
There is also a teeling that a new sand is 
going to bring results. This sand is found at 
su0 teet, and has heretofore been passed by 
for the 1,400 and 2,000-foot formations, but 
now the shallower sand is getting attention, 
with some results, A million-foot gasser has 
been found in it. 

The Morris and Bald Hill pools so far this 
month have offered no surprises, but a num- 
ber of good wells have been drilled there. 
There is much interest all around Okmulgee. 
An effort is being made to find a connecting 
link between Bald Hill and the Glenn pool 
development. All of that territory lying be- 
tween the Okmulgee district and the Glenn 
pool, it is believed, will be connected just as 
the Glenn pool stuff through the Jenks, Flat 
Rock, Bird Creek and Collinsville is being con- 
nected at last with Bartlesville. One of the 
difficulties, however, is that operators do not 
care to pay big prices for leases of wildcat 
nature and take such long chances. 

It is stated the Interior Department will not 
approve leases any more which do not bring 
the Indian allottee §5 or more an acre. Five 
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dollars is regarded as prohibitive in purely 


wildcat stuff, and if oil men cannot get rea- 
sonable prices where long chances are taken, 
they deciare the Indian may sleep with his 
fathers before his land is tested. 

There is nothing new in the Cleveland de- 
velopment in Pawnee county. So far drilling 
there has been somewhat ot a disappointment 
in the deep sand, but the pool may develop tu 


the south and west. Ponca City is quiet, al 
though operators there think the prospects 
are more favorable than thought a few weeks 
ago. hey are getting the trend of the pay 


formation, 


There is now very little if any doubt that 
Bird Creek will be connected eventually with 
Bartlesville. The limits are being rapidly 
pushed northward, and now there is a weil 


good for 100 barrels immediately at Owasso 
The Bird Creek has been one of the very ex- 
cellent developments of the field. 

It is quiet in the Osage. One fine well has 
been drilled there the past week, however. The 
ninth well of the Finance and Livingston Oil 
Companies on lot 156 was good tor 1,000 
barrels.

Roumanian Petroleum Report, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Bucarest, May 9, 1912. 


The market for crude and the different de- 
scriptions of petroleum products continues 
steady, with a fair amount of business. Prices, 
especially for benzine and residuals, have been 
on the rise. An increased activity in connec- 
tion with the movement on existing contracts 
was noticed, while new business of smaller pro- 
portions developed and helped to give a better 
tone to the market. There are hopes that more 
refineries will soon join the sales organization 
of the Petroleum Distributing Company, which 
will undoubtedly centribute to a betterment of 
the conditions on the home market. 

The general production continued about 4,500 
tons per day and is expected to attain 150,000 
tongs for the month of April, inclusive of the 
16,000 tons yielded by the Concordia Company's 
well No. 1 at Moreni. 

Returns from the fields indicate a great ac- 
tivity and numerous wells are now reaching 
the stage where the drill should strike oil; 
therefore, a new gain in production is very 
probable. 

The Aquila Franco-Romana’s well No. 51 at 
Bordeni Doftanetzul-sec having been deepened 
became productive, yielding twenty tons daily. 

The Concordia Company brought in its well 
No. 311 in the same field; the oil was struck 
at a depth of 340 meters, and is flowing con- 
tinually at the rate of 240 tons daily. The 
crude igs of good quality, having a _ specific 
gravity of only 0.315. This well is located at 
the border of the territories owned by the 
Ephoria, northwest of Bordeni. The Luceafar 
Company’s well No. 1 is making powerful 
eruptions, with a daily yield of forty-five tons. 

The Concordia Company's well No. 237 at 
Gropi made intermittent eruptions, with an 
output of thirty-five tons a day. 

The Romano-Americana’s well No, 1 in the 
same field, after having been producing for 
some days by eruptions sixty-five tons a day, 
has been corked with sand and is now being 
cleaned. 

The Concordia Company completed at Calinet- 
Burloi its well No, 247 at a depth of 165 
meters, with a yield of thirty tons a day. 

Well No. 1 of Mr. Take Stroe at Mislishoara 
de North, having been deepened to 254 meters, 
met with a new oil stratum and yields fifteen 
tons a day. 

The total production of the Moreni field con- 
tinues about 2,000 tons per day. The average 
daily production of the Astra-Romana in this 
field is 1,200 tons; Romano-Americana Company, 
720 tons; Moreni (Roumania) Oilfield Company, 
70 tons; Steana Romana Company, 10 tons. 

The total production of the Steana Romana 
was of 1,040 tons on the average, of which 
their Campina field was credited with 730 tons 
and their Policiori field with 140 tons a day. 

The Astra-Romana’s total production aver- 
aged 1,200 tons a day. oa company brought 
in at Moreni its well A. R. 6, producing twenty 
tons a day. Its well No. .. at Bana, which 
made two violent eruptions, yielding 310 and 
240 tons on April 24 and 25, has settled down 
to forty-five tons a day. Its well No. 9 at 
Bana has powerful gases and is very near 
striking the oil strata. The cleaning of this 
company’s well No. 4 at Filipesti-de-padure is 
being continued, and is on the point of becom- 
ing productive again.

Valencia Saffron Exports, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 24, 1912. 

Writing from Valencia, Spain, Consul 
Robert Frazer, Jr., gives some informa- 
tion regarding the exports of saffron from 
that country. In this report it is stated 
that the ‘Spanish official statistics give 
the kingdom’s total exports of saffron for 
the last three years as:—1%9, 107,125 kilos, 
value $1,928,250; 1910, 95,014 kilos, value 
$1,710,250; 1911, 110,048 kilos, value $1,871,020.”’ 
What proportion of these shipments went 
to the United States does not appear 
from available data, American import 
records show that in the fiscal year 1910-11 
$88,215 worth of saffron, safflower and ex- 
tract and saffron cake was entered for 
consumption, the countries of origin not 
being stated. 

While Valencia is probably the mest impor- 
tant center of saffron production and trade in 
the world, the direct export business with the 
United States is comparatively unimportant, 


and its development is said by local shippers 
to be affected by the sales terms made neces- 
sary by American entry requirements under 
the provisions of the Pure Food and Drugs 
Act. 

American importers naturally decline to con- 
tract or pay for saffron except on the guar- 
anteed condition that the product will pass 
the Department of Agriculture's tests as to 
purity on arrival, and Valencia merchants in 
the saffron trade are, as a rule, small capi- 
talists who are financially unable to accept 
the condition of deferred payment until the 
arrival and entry of shipments one or two 
months aftey date of export. I do not know 
of any local dealers whv would be willing to 
grant sixty days’ credit. The small amount of 
saffron shipped direct from Valencia to the 
United States is usually sold on firm orders 
fron. American importers, who open credits 
on London to be drawn against at sight with 
shipping documents attached to draft. ‘The de- 
clared value of shipments of saffron invoiced 
at this consulate in 1911 was $11,090, a de- 
crease of $3,212 from the declared value in the 
preceding year,

tala these bureaus will be of general in 
terest to exporters and all wno are in- 
terested in international trade.

if the bill should stand as it has just passed 
the House, it would wreck the whole re- 
organized Department of State, which has 
given the American people for the first time a 
modernized State Department. By doing this 
almost nullify all the efforts of the

whole diplomatic and consular service estab- 
lishment because these are useless without 


an efficient State Department to direct them. 
In particular, this astoundingly reactionary 
legisiation if passed would destroy the divi- 
sions of Latin-American, Far Eastern, Near 
Eastern and European affairs and would de- 
prive the department of the services of the 
some dozen diplomatic and consular service 
men who are attached to the department in 
order to give advice from intimate personal 
knowledge and to carry on all the details of 
important political and commercial diplomatic 
correspondence with each country, It would 
deprive the business men of the United States 
of the advantage of all that these men are 
able to give them in the way of accurate 
information. It would destroy the Bureau of 
‘rade Relations, whose efficient efforts to ex- 
pand American foreign trade has brought ex- 
pressions of appreciation from the manufac- 
turers and business men of the whole coun- 
try, North, South, East and West. It is 
ridiculous to say that the Bureau of Trade 
Relations was created entirely to apply the 
maximum and minimum tariff provision—al- 
though, if that were so, it is obvious that the 
continued application of those provisions 
calls for a continued watchfulness. Anyone 
who would take the trouble to read the pub- 
lished pamphlet on the outline of the re- 
organization and work of the Department of 
State would perceive how essential to foreign 
trade expansion is the work of that bureau, 


which cannot work except in direct co- 
operation with the diplomatic and consular 
services, 


The proposed legislation eliminates the Di- 
rector of the Consular Service, an _ office 
created to give that service, so vastly im- 
portant to our commerce, the live and ener- 
getic direction essential to its present high 
efficiency. This bill destroys the Division of 
information, the only means by which two 
or three embassies, co-operating for the same 


purpose, are kept informed each what the 
other is doing. 

Without further elaboration, it may be said 
with absolute accuracy that such legislation 


would ,put the United States in the rear rank 
of all governments in the matter of legiti- 
mate and effective support to worthy Ameri- 
can enterprises and to foreign commerce, and 
would do all this at the very epoch in our 
history when our foreign relations and our 
foreign trade have become vastly more im- 
portant than ever before and are plainly seen 
to be on the way to an importance which will 
be every year greater to the manufacturer, 
the business man, the exporter, the farmer 
and the laborer of the Unitd States. 

‘Before the reorganization three or four men 
were expected to handle the mass of the 
most heterogenous matters—Chinese, Latin- 
American and what not. Result, a large 
proportion of opportunities to advance the 
nation’s interests simply went by «the board. 
It was physically impossible to do the work. 
Since the reorganization the business.men of 
the country, finding in the department an up- 
to-date, efficient machine to help them in their 
efforts for foreign trade, were at first sur- 
prised and then began eagerly taking advan- 
tage of the opportunities offered. The result 
is that the business of the department is pro- 
moting foreign trade, as, indeed, in all politi- 
cal and diplomatic directions as well, has in- 
credibly increased. If all these instrumentali- 
ties are to be destroyed it will be far worse 
than if we had never tried to have a modern 
foreign office, 

Practically without debate and apparently 
without knowledge or realization on the part 
of the public press of what was being done, 
a really momentous thing has been done. In 
a few hours a great department has been 
practically wiped out, so far as any hope of 
the continuance of real efficiency is concerned.

Two Years of the German Potash 
Law. 


Association of Commerce 
and ‘Trade, in a bulletin which is issued 
semi-monthly at Berlin, Germany, dis- 
cusses the workings of the German potash 
law which has now been in effect for two

years. ‘hat the law is not working out 
to the satisfaction of all is clearly indi- 
cated in this discussion of the situation, 


which reads as follows: 

Two years have passed since the 
German potash law went into effect. 
was designed to obtain from the 
desired results, namely :— 

1. The contracts concluded by the potash 
mines of Aschersleben and Sollstedt should be 
cancelled and the conclusion of such contracts 
in the future rendered impossible. 

2. The opening up and exploiting of new 
mines should be discouraged or prevented and 
the potash industry, at present suffering from 
many drawbacks, be put on a sound business

footing. ‘The Imperial German potash law has 
already accomplished its purpose with regard, 
to the American contracts and an amicable 


agreement has been reached with the American 
potash buyers. 

The American buyers have been obliged to 
give up the rights assured them by the Ascher- 
sleben and Solistedt contracts, in order to 
avoid payment of the surplus tax 

Potash producers are at present even more 
skeptical regarding the expected improvement 
in the affairs of the industry. At the very be- 


ginning, when the potash law was under dis- 


cussion, a great difference of opinion prevailed 
as to the advisability of such a law. The 
Berliner Tageblatt and the Frankfurter Zeitung 
repeatedly called attention to the drawbacks 
which might eventually result from the enact- 
ment of such a law. Members of the Reich- 
stag, who themselves were obliged to familiar- 
ize themselves with the difficult material pre- 
sented them, soon recognized the great disad- 
vantages resulting from the compulsory nature 
of such a law, and, at the same time, laid 
stress upon the fact that it was impossible to 
reel in sympathy with persons demanding such 
a law. The strong expression resorted to by 
the friends of the law, namely, ‘‘Squandering 
of national resources,'’ had the effect of in- 
ducing the opponents of the law to waive their 
opposition, and thus the bill became law. 

Complaints concerning the working of the law 
are at the present time rather on the increase. 

The recently published report of the Ascher- 
sleben Potash Mines on the potash industry is 
so interesting that we make here a few quota- 
tions from the same. The report goes on to 
say:— 

“The struggle for the quota has, more than 
ever, given rise to the opening of new mines. 
The number of mines contributing to the out- 
put from 1909 to 1910 increased from fifty-five 
to sixty-eight, and by 1911 reached the re- 
spectable figure of seventy-three mines, so we 
are at present confronted with an additional 
increase, raising the total to ninety-seven 
mines. The number of mines engaged in sink- 
ing shafts has increased from seventy-three in 
1911 to 113 at the present writing. 

“The output of the potash mine Aschersleben 
(two shafts) and in Sollstedt (one shaft) corre- 
spond to one share of the total output of the 
syndicate in the ratio of 135 thousandths, in 
other words approximately one-eighth of the 
entire output. 

‘“‘Bearing in mind that the output of the year 
1911 increased by 800,000 double hundred- 
weight K.O, as compared with 1910, and that 
we can in the future reasonably depend upon 
a further increase of output, ten double mines 
of working capacity equal to those of Ascher- 
sleben and Sollstedt, with thirty shafts, would 
be able to supply potash to the whole world. 
Instead of this, however, we have to-day, as 
shown in the foregoing, more than threefold 
number of shafts in mining potash, the invest- 
ment in which works has amounted to over a 
billion marks, whereas the same favorable re- 
sult could have been obtained for possibly 
half the sum. : 

“The millions at present unnecessarily spent 
on opening new shafts could be utilized in the 
promotion of other industrial works; further- 
more, a very considerable number of shafts, 
after being ‘sunk and developed, will, in all 
likelihood, never be operated, at least to the 
extent of their full working capacity. Thus 
we are now compelled to sink new shafts sim- 
ply in order to keep up our share of produc- 
tion, 

“From the accumulated savings of years we 
shall soon have to sink two new shafts and fit 
up grounds for the same, at an expense of 
4,000,000 marks, although we proved during 
the struggle against the syndicate in 1910 and 
1911 that we could get along with the plant in 
operation and work it nearly to the extent of 
our present capacity. This will also hold good 
of our affiliated Sollstedt mine. Other mines, 
in order to keep up the quota, have been com- 
pelled to increase their capital and issue bonds. 
At the same time, the manner by which, in 
part, the meang for exploiting these new un- 
dertakings have been secured—mostly by the 
issue of bonds—must give just cause for serious 
apprehensions. Moreover, this squandering of 
national resources is going on at a time when 
the heads of industrial undertakings are con- 
sidering how they can limit credit and are 
sounding a warning note against excessive 
economic activity, owing to the fact that the 
investment of capital in Germany is not keep- 
ing pace with the employment of such capital. 

It is too much to hope that the potash in- 
dustry will take upon itself the more and more 
pressing task of combating the further spread 
of this deep-seated evil of promoting new en- 
terprises, in this respect practicing self-denial 
nor is it to be expected that the governments 
concerned will set a good example and resort 
to measures for the suppression of the evil. 
It is also a question whether the tendency to 
the development of large concerns will, under 
conditions heretofore existing, lead to a con- 
solidation of the potash industry. The follow- 
ing table shows the participation of the Asch- 
ersleben potash mines in the total output:—

Status of Petroleum Concerns in 
Texas, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Austin, Tex., May 20, 1912. 

Attorney-General J. P. Lightfoot has 
made the following official report of his 
recent investigation of the charges that 
the Standard Oil Company and the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company are doing 
business in Texas under subterfuges and 
in violation of the ouster decrees of the 
court:— 

The statement was made that the Magnolia 
Petroleum Company, which is the successor in 
Texas to the Security Oil Company and Na- 
varro Refining Company, was either owned by 
the Standard Oil Company or controlled by it 
through ownership of bonds or other securities 
of the Magnolia company, Because of these 
rumors we deemed it our duty to make a thor- 
ough investigation in order that the facts might 
be ascertained and proper action taken to en- 
force the judgment of our courts if it should 
be found that there was any truth in either 
statement. 

The representatives of the Pierce-Fordyce 
Association and the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany laid before us their stock books, con- 
tracts and every matter pertaining to the own- 
ership of the property and the management of 
their business. I have on file in my office the 
names of every stockholder and the amount 
of his interest in each company. I have copies 
of all documents showing the settlement with 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Company for its property 
in Texas and every transaction relating to the 
purchase of the property now held by the Mag- 
nolia company. I have the voluminous record 
of all the testimony taken at the recent hear- 
ings held at St. Louis, the careful examination 
of which has just been completed. The records 
show that the Pierce-Fordyce Association is a 
partnership in the nature of a joint stock asso- 
ciation. It is not a corporation. H. Clay Pierce 
and S. ‘W. Fordyce own a large interest. There 
are a great number of the leading citizens of 
Texas who own an interest in the association, 


The Magnolia company is owned in the same 
manner. It is not a corporation, but a partner- 
ship or joint stock association owned by indi- 
viduals in New York and Texas, John D. 
Archbold and H. C. Folger being the principal 
owners. My records affirmatively show that 
neither the Waters-Pierce Oil Company nor 
the Standard Oil Company, or any other cor- 
poration connected with either, has any inter- 
est whatever in the property, stock, bonds or 
other securities of either the Pierce-Fordyce 
Oil Association or the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company. Both these companies are operated 
by their owners and officers independent of any 
corporation and in competition with each other. 

Nothing was disclosed by our investigations 
tending to show that either the Pierce-Fordyce 
Oil Association or the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company was doing other than a lawful busi- 
ness in the State. The owners of these prop- 
erties evinced every desire and seemed to be 
making every effort to comply with both the 
spirit and letter of our laws, realizing that any 
violation would be followed immediately by 
the full penalty of the law. 

Instead of one company doing the marketing 
business in oil in this State; as was the case a 
few years ago, four large companies and a 
number of small ones are now engaged in that 
business. | 

Duobtless others will spring up, and Texas 
now enjoys more competition in the sale of 
oil than any other State in the Union,

Adul- 
teration was alleged for the reason that the 
product was sold under a name recognized in 
the United States Pharmocopeia, but differed 
from the standard of strength, quality and 
purity laid down therein, and the label con- 
tained no statement as to the standard of

ADULTERATION AND MISBRANDING OF 
JAMAICA GINGER EXTRACT, 


On April 28, 1911, the grand jurors of the 
United States, in and for the Western District 
of Missouri, upon presentation of the United 
States Attorney for said district, acting upon 
a report of the Secretary of Agriculture, re- 
turned an indictment against the S. Hirsch 
Distilling Company, doing business under the 
name of Minuet Cordial Company, alleging 
shipment by said company, in violation of the 
Food and Drugs act, on or about September 1; 
1910, from the State of Missouri into the 
State of Illinois of a quantity of Jamaica gin- 
ger which was adulterated and misbranded. 
The product was labeled:—(On case) ‘‘Ginger 
Extract 24 pts. 23902, H. Dirden Liq. Co., 400 
E. Broadway, E. St. Louis, Ill.’’ (On bottle) 
‘Jamaica Ginger Extract, Prepared from Fin- 


est Ginger Root. Guaranty Legend, Ser. No. 
5897.”"’ 
Analysis of a sample of said product, made 


by the Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, showed the

The indictment alleged adulteration of said 
product in that there was mixed, packed and 
mingled therewith a certain substance, to 
wit, a dilute extract of ginger, thereby re- 
ducing, lowering and injuriously affecting the 
quality and strength of the contents of said 
packages, and substituted for genuine ginger 
extract, as commercially known, an adul- 
terated compound containing only a dilute and 
very weak hardly perceptible extract of gin- 
ger, thus damaging and injuriously affecting 
said product as food for human consumption, 
and that said contents of said packages were 
artificially colored in a manner whereby the 
damaged condition and inferiority thereof 
were concealed. The information alleged mis- 
branding in that the said product was offered 
for sale and sold as and for the genuine Ja- 
maica ginger extract, as the same is commer- 
cially known, under the distinctive name of 
another article, that is to say, that while the 
article contained in said packages was not a 
genuine Jamaica ginger extract, as same igs 
commercially known, but was a weak, adul- 
terated extract of ginger, in which ginger was 
scarcely perceptible, and which was artiff- 
cially colored for the purpose of concealing 
said weak and adulterated condition, yet the 
same was offered for sale and sold as and for 
a genuine Jamaica ginger extract, as the same 
is commercially known. Misbranding was fur- 
ther charged in that the label and brand were 
false and misleading in this, that said labels 
state and imply that the contents of said 
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bottle was genuine Jamaica ginger extract, 
as same is commercially known, whereas in 
fact said bottles contained but a very weak, 
diluted and adulterated ginger extract. 

On November 11, 1911, the defendant pleaded 
guilty and was fined $50 and costs. 

ADULTERATION OF GELATINBE. 

On April 14, 1911, the United States Attorney 
for the District of Indiana, acting upon a 
report of the Secretary of Agriculture, filed in 
the District Court of the United States for the 
said district a libel praying condemnation and 
forfeiture of five barrels of shred gelatine in 
the possession of Bessire & Co., Indianapolis, 
Ind. The product was labeled:—‘‘Bessire Shred 
ee Mfrd for Bessire & Co., Indianapolis, 
nd,’’ 

Chemical analysis and bacteriological exam- 
ination of a sample of said product made by 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the United States 
Department of Agriculture showed the fol- 
lowing results:—Chemical analysis: Ash, 1.79 
per cent,; gelatinizing power of a 5 per cent. 
solution at room temperature, negative; odor 
and reaction of a 5 per cent. solution exposed 
to the air for two days at room temperature, 
bad, reaction alkaline; bacteriological exam- 
ination: (B. coli isolated); organisms per gram 
developing on: Plain agar at 25 degrees C., 
70,000,000; plain agar at 25 degrees C., 91,- 
000,000; plain agar at 25 degrees C., 48,000,000; 
gas producing organisms, 1,000,000. The libel 
alleged that the product after transportation 
from the State of New York into the State of 
Indiana, remained in the original unbroken 
packages and was adulterated in violation 
of the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, 
because it consisted in whole or in part of a 
filthy, decomposed and putrid animal sub-

ADULTERATION AND MISBRANDING OF 

“SPIRITS TURPENTINE.” 

On June 29, 1911, the United States Attorney 
for the District of Connecticut, acting upon 
a report of the Secretary of Agriculture, filed 
in the District Court of the United States for 
the said district a libel praying condemnation 
and forfeiture of four barrels of turpentine 
in the possession of the Apothecaries Hall Co. 
at Waterbury, Conn. The product was labeled 
“Pure Spirits Turpentine.’’ 

Analyses of samples of said product by the 
Bureau of Chemistry of this department showed 
them to contain the following minimum per- 
centages of mineral oil, respectively:—I. 5S. No. 
12656-c, not less than 4 per cent,; 12657-c, not 
less than 4 per cent.; 12658-c, not less than 
4.8 per cent.; 12659-c, not less than 4.4 per 
cent. The libel alleged that two of said bar- 
rels of turpentine were shipped by the Barclay 
Naval Stores Co., of New York city, from the 
State of New York to the Buckingham Phar- 
macy Co. (Inc.) in Waterbury, in the State 
of Connecticut, and that two of said barrels 
were shipped by Charles Bang, of the City of 
New York, from the State of New York to 
the Buckingham Pharmacy Co. (Inc.) at Water- 
bury, in the State of Connecticut, and that 
the products remained in the original unbroken 
packages and were adulterated and misbranded 
in violation of the food and drugs act of June 
30, 1906, and were therefore liable to seizure 
for confiscation. Adulteration of the product 
was alleged in the libel for the reason that 
said drug product was sold and transported 
from the State of New York into the State of 
Connecticut as ‘‘Pure Spirits Turpentine,’’ a 
name recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopewia and National Formulary, whereas 
said product differed, at the time of shipment, 
from the standard of strength, quality and 
purity as determined by the test as laid dowr 
in said United States Pharmacopeia and Na- 
tional Formulary, and in that said product, 
as sold and transported, contained at the time 
of shipment a quantity of mineral oil, which 
had been mixed with and substituted for pure 
spirits of turpentine. Misbranding was alleged 
for the reason that the containers of said 
product were labeled ‘‘Pure Spirits Turpen- 
tine,’’ when in fact said product was not, at 
the time of shipment and delivery, in fact 
pure spirits of turpentine, but consisted of a 
mixture of pure spirits of turpentine and min- 
eral oil, and said branding was false and mis- 
leading in that it indicated that said product 
consisted of pure spirits of turpentine, and in 
that there was no statement upon the contain- 
ers of said product indicating that the product 
contained mineral oil, when in fact the mineral 
oil contained in said product was an adulter- 
ant. 

On November 3, 1911, said cause coming con 
for trial, and Charles Bang and the Barclay 
Naval Stores Co. having entered their appear- 
ance by Charles Bang, as claimants of said 
product, and having failed to file any answer 
to the libel, and having consented to the 
issuance of a decree, the court found the prod- 
uct adulterated and misbranded, as alleged, 
and condemned and forfeited the same to the 
United States and ordered the sale thereof by 
the marshal, but with a proviso that, upon 
payment of all costs on the execution ot a 
bond by claimants in the sum of $100, con- 
ditioned that said property should not be again 
sold contrary to the provisions of law, it should 
be released to the claimants, 


MISBRANDING OF BERRY’S FRECKLE 
OINTMENT. 


On September 28, 1911, the United States 
Attorney for the District of Minnesota, acting 
upon a report by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
filed two libels in the District Court of the 
United States for said district praying con- 
demnation and forfeiture of 96 jars and 84 
jars of Dr. C. H. Berry’s Freckle Ointment, 
18 jars of which were in the possession of the 
Golden Rule (Inc.), 78 in the possession of 
Noyes Bros. & Cutler, and 84 jars in the pos- 
session of the Minneapolis Drug Co., respective- 
ly, all of the city of Minneapolis, Minn. Each 
of the said jars containing said product was 
labeled as follows:—(On carton) “‘Dr. C. H. 
Berry’s Ointment—for freckles, tan, moth 
patches, muddy complexion and all discolora- 
tions of the skin. * * * Dr, C. H,. Berry 
Company—Chicago, New York.—Guaranteed by 
Dr. C. H. Berry Company under the Food 
and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906. Serial Number 
8176——"" (Label on jar) ‘‘Dr. C. H. Berry's 
Freckle Ointment—Positively removes freckles

Analysis of a sample of said product, made 
by the Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, showed it 
to contain about 12 per cent. of ammoniated 
mercury and 0.7 per cent. of zinc oxide. The 
libels alleged that the product, after transpor- 
tation from the State of Illinois into the State 
of Minnesota, remained in the original unbroken 
packages and was misbranded in violation of 
the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, and 
was therefore liable to seizure for confisca- 
tion. Misbranding was alleged in each libel 
for the reason that the circular packed in 
each carton and with each and all of the 
jars of said product, containing directions for 
using same, bore statements regarding the 
ingredients and substances contained in said 
jars which were false and misleading, in that 
it was declared on each of said circulars that 
“there is positively nothing injurious in any 
of our preparations,’’ when, in fact, the said 
product is injurious in this, to wit, that it 
contains a large quantity of a poisonous sub- 
stance, to wit, 11.63 per cent. of ammoniated 
mercury. 

On November 20, 1911, the cases coming on 
for hearing and no one having appeared as 
claimant, or filed answer, the court found the 
product in each case misbranded as alleged 
in the libel and entered decrees condemning 
and forfeiting the same to the United States, 
and ordering the complete destructton thereof 
by the marshal.

Acquit Wall Paper Men, 


JURY DECIDES SHERMAN ANTI-TRUST 
LAW WAS NOT VIOLATED AT CLEVE- 
LAND, 

(Specia! to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Cleveland, O., May 24, 1912. 
A verdict of not guilty was returned 
to-night in the Federal court in this city 
for the eight wall paper manufacturers 
and jobbers who were tried for alleged 
violation of the Sherman law in conspir- 
ing in restraint of trade in the conduct 
of their business. The jury was out about 


four hours, and took twenty-nine ballots 
before reaching a verdict. 

‘rhe defendants were J. B. Pearce of the 
J. B. Pearce Wall Paper Company, Cleve- 
land; Winfield A. Huppuch of the Stand- 
ard Wall Paper Company, Hudson Falls, 
N. Y.; Robert E. Hobbs of Hobbs, Benton 
& Haith, Hoboken, N. J.; John McCoy, 
York Card and Paper Company, York, 
Pa.; George ‘ait, Campbell Wall Paper 
Company, Glens Falls, N. Y.; C. C. Aler, 
Cc, Cc. Aler Wall Paper Company, Colum- 
bus, Ohio; Norton Newcomb, Newcomb 
3rothers Wall Paper Company, St. Louis, 
and Charles EK. Maxwell, S. A. Maxwell 
Wall Paper Company, Chicago. 

The defendants were indicted at Cleve- 
land on October 8, 1911. The government’s 
chief witness was Frank Hall, Wee- 
hawken, N. J., who alleged that he had 
peen unable to buy wall paper of) the de- 
fendants because of a conspiracy into 
which they had entered against five and 
ten-cent stores, of which he operated a 
chain. The trial occupied two weeks. 

Efforts of the prosecution to prove that 
wall paper dealers who testified for the 
defense, although dealing in 5 and 10-cent 
goods, did not limit themselves to those 
prices, were met by testimony to prove 
that Frank Hall himself was not ex- 
clusively a 5 and 10-cent dealer. It was 
on Hall's complaint of being unable to buy 
that the investigation was started by the 
government, 

All witnesses the defense produced tes- 
tified to dealing in 5 and 10-cent wall 
paper which, they said, they purchased 
from the defendants after May 30, 1910, 
the date on which the alleged agreement 
not to sell to 5 and 10-cent dealers was 
entered into by the manufacturers and 
jobbers’ associations. Among those were 
Wilbur 8S. Bailey of Lakewood, Sigmund 
M. Lederer of Chicago, Benjamin Book- 
binder of New York, and Fred J. Engleby 
of Vermilion. 

On cress-examination the witnesses ad- 
mitted they were not 5 and 10-cent deal- 
ers exclusively. Harry Webster of To- 
ledo, who testified, said that he was fa- 
miliar with Hall’s business, was recalled. 

Hall testified that borders sold some- 
times for 10 cents a roll and sometimes for 
10 cents a yard. A roll, he said, contains 
eight yards. If the entire roll of eight 
yards was sold by the yard, he admitted, 
the price would be 80 cents for the roll.

Turpentine Industry of India. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, May 24, 1912. 


The Bureau of Manufactures of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor has re- 
ceived from official Indian sources the 
following comments regarding the turpen- 
tine industry of India:— 

The financial results of the turpentine indus- 
try in the United Provinces of India are stated 
by the Forest Administration to be very en- 
couraging. The profit for last year was $28,000, 
as compared with $13,000 for the previous 
year. The excellent results are due to the 
phenomenal rise in price, turpentine having 
reached $1.07 per gallon in March, 1911, at 
Calcutta, and rosin at $2.31 per maund of 
82 2-7 pounds, delivered at Cawnpore. The 
sales of the entire output of rosin for the year 
ended March 381, 1912, is assured at good 
prices, one lot of 25,000 gallons of turpentine 
being sold at 81 cents per gallon, delivered 
at Kathgodam. The ‘same purchaser is to 
take the whole outturn of turpentine up to 
March 31, 1914, at rates based on current 
London prices for best American oil. Arrange- 
ments are being made to considerably extend 
this industry. All the chir forests of the divi- 
sion have been brought under revision tapping 
scheme on a 15-year rotation, whereby from 
next year onward 250,000 trees will be tapped 
every year. In the Almora and Naini Tal dis- 
tricts protected forests, a commencement has 
already been made with about 35,000 trees 
which are now under tapping. This operation 
will be extended in these forests, the possi- 
bilities of which are enormous. 
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Radical Alcohol Legislation Stirs 
District of Columbia Drug Trade, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, May 25, 1912. 


Some stir has been created among the 
manufacturers of certain kinds of pro- 
prietary medicines as a result of very 
drastic excise legislation proposed in Con- 
gress for the District of Columbia. A bill 
containing provisions relating to druggists 
who sell any ‘‘mixture of liquors which 
shall contain more than 2 per cent. of 
alcohol’ has passed the Senate and is 
known as S. 5461, which is regarded by 
far the most radical legislation with re- 
spect to intoxicating liquors that has ever 
bee proposed in any city not within exact 
prohibition districts. The bill as it passed 
the Senate is now before the Committee 
on the District of Columbia of the House 
and hearings are in progress with con- 
siderabie opposition to the measure from 
the reputable dealers in liquors in the city 
of Washington, 

The provisions with reference to mix- 
tures of liquors containing more than 2 
per cent. of alcohol is covered in the 
definitions set down in the bill as included 
within the term “intoxicating liquors.”’ 
Section i2 of the bill, which is of special 
interest to the manufacturers of pro- 
vrietary medicines, states among other 
things that regularly licensed druggists or 
pharmacists shall not be required to ob- 
tain license under the provisions of the 
bill, but they shall not sell intoxicating 
liquors, nor compound, or mix any com- 
position thereof, nor sell any malt ex- 
tract, or other proprietary medicines con- 
tuining more than 2 per cent, of alcohol, 
except such compounds, etc., to be so med- 
icated as to be medicinal preparations or 
compounds unfit for use as beverages, ex- 
cept upon a written and bona fide pre- 
scription of a duly licensed and regularly 
practicing physician in the District of 
Columbia, whose name shall be signed 
thereto. 

In order to make certain that druggists 
shall not engage in the selling of liquor 
in any form drastic provisions are con- 
tained in the bill, requiring physicians to 
sign prescription, together with the signa- 
tures of the persons for whom the pre- 
scription* was compounded is made a rec- 
ord in the druggist’s or pharmacist’s es- 
tablishment where thep rescription was 
compounded. 

One proviso of section 12 is that pure 
grain alcohol may be sold without a 


physician’s prescription for mechanical, 
medicinal, and scientific purposes, but 
records of such sales are required to be 
kept. Druggists or pharmacists who sell 
liquor, except in the manner prescribed by 
this proposed measure, are subjected to 
heavy penalties and physicians who pre- 
scribe intoxicating liquor, except for 
treatment of disease, may be subjected to 
heavy fines or imprisonment, together 
with a possible revocation of the license 
of such offending physician, 

While the bill passed the Senate with 
comparatively little opposition it has been 
confronted by strong objections in the 
House Committee. There are intimations 
that many of the provisions of the bill 
are so drastic as to be not only distaste- 
ful to legitimate dealers in liquors, in- 
cluding clubs, hotels and druggists, but 
that the measure is unsatisfactory to the 
police department of the national capital. 
Strong intimations are given that there 
are no prospects of the bill passing Con- 
gress at this session, and eventually it 
doubtless will be modified in a material 
degree before it shall become a law. The 
chief purpose of the bill is to reduce to 
as great extent as possible the number of 
saloons in the city of Washington, and 
licenses for barrdoms are increased cumu- 
latively to reach as high as $1,500 a year 
within the next two years.

DEGRAS OIL.—The market in degras 
oil was a trifle slower than usual dur- 
ing the interval. Offerings were made 
quite freely for all descriptions, but 
dealers were inclined to hold firm at 
prevailing quotations, but in some 
quarters.

Trad- 
ing has been a trifle slower during the 
interval, but in some quarters a fair 
movement of oil was reported. Extra 
No. 1 and No. 1 grades were in chief 
demand. The quotations in the local 
market are:—Prime winter, 85@88c. per 
gallon; off prime, 70@74c.; extra No, 1,

58c. per gallon. Exports of lard oil 
during the week totaled only 15 barrels, 

MENHADEN OIL.—The general feel- 
ing in the market with regard to men- 
haden descriptions is firmer. Some 
fishing is reported in Southern waters, 
but reports state very poor catches. 
While this is the feeling among some 
leading first hands, other leading in- 
terests discount all pessimistic views 
of the crude situation and offer oil on 
a scale two cents lower than the pre- 
vailing inside market prices. Thus, 
Northern crude is offered at 36c. per 


gallon, brown strained 37@38c., light

Soya Bean Oil as a Paint Medium. 


LOCAL SECTION OF SOCIETY OF CHEM- 
ICAL INDUSTRY DISCUSSES THE PRO- 
DUCTION AND USE OF SOYA BEAN 
OIL AFTER HEARING ABOUT PLANS 
FOR EIGHTH INTERNATIONAL CON- 
GRESS OF APPLIED CHEMISTRY. 


To acquaint the members of the New 
York section of the Society of Chemical 
Industry with the progress of the prep- 
arations for the Eighth International 
Coxv.gress of Applied Chemistry, which will 
meet at Washington and this city early 
in September, Dr. W. H. Nichols, presi- 
cent of the congress, appeared before the 
meeting of the section on Friday evening. 
Some of the information imparted by Dr. 
Nichols was that the organizing commit- 
tee now consisted of 289 members having 
been enlarged from the original thirteen, 
and that this committee had selected the 
officers for the twenty-four sections of the 
congress from the 621 American chemists 
constituting the sectional committees. 

The doctor said that twenty-two foreign 
countries had accepted the invitation to 
send delegates, and that in twelve coun- 
tries there were assisting committees 
comprising 504 individuals and fifty-six 
societies. The secretary's office had sent 
out a tremendous amount of printed mat- 
ter and had answered thousands of re- 
quests for information. 

More than 400 papers have been an- 
nounced by title and 200 more have been 
promised. ‘These will all be put into 
printed form before the opening of the 
congress. The proceedings will be print- 
ed each day, all discussion being recorde 1 
by phonograph 

The section sessions will be held at 
Columbia: University and the five special 
lectures will be delivered at City College. 

Dr. Nichols also teld of the plans be- 
ing made for the entertainment of the 
visitors. There will be a number of in- 
spections of industrial institutions and 
several towns, one extending over thirty- 
one days. 

Maximilian Toch was the second speaker 
of the evening, his subject being ‘Soya 
Bean Oil.’’ The speaker did not present 
his voluminous paper entire, hut contented 
himself with a presentation of the phases 
ef his subject having to da with the use 
the oil as a paint medium. 

Four years ago soya bean oil had been 
taken up successfully by the soapmakers, 
who sought a substitute for cottonseed 
oil then scarce. A year later came the 
shortage of the flaxseed oil and the paint 
trade, looking for a substitute for the ex- 
cessively dear linseed oil, turned to soya 
bean oil with varying success. The state- 
ments regarding the characteristics of the 
oil were, and still are, conflicting. And 
to reconcile these if possible Mr. Toch 
undertook an extended series of experi- 
ments and investigation with the aid of 
the Federal Department of Agriculture. 

Hie found that the soya bean was pro- 
duced in astonishing quantities in China 
and Manchuria, the yield for 1909 having 
been 1,470,870 tons. In those countries the 
bean is an important article of food with 
millions of people. 

There are many varieties of the bean. 
Mr. Toch showed about fifteen of half a 
cozen colors. These produce oils differing 
widely in their characteristics, the color 
ranging from almost water white through 
vellow to green. Some of these get paler 
when heated; others darken considerably 
under the same treatment. Thus bearing 
vut the conflicting statements of earlier 
investigators. Mr. Toch demonstrated the 
effect of heat on an oil of each of these 
classes. 

It was the speaker’s belief that the oil 
by proper treatment, hydrogenation or 
oxygenation, could be made closely akin 
to linseed oil, as it already has the same 
constituents. He had found the specific 
gravity to run higher than the reported 
figures, and to range from .920 to .926 
{Morawski and Stingl reported .927}. His 
iodine valuation was also high, reaching 
135. 

The drying of this oil, he said, was mark- 
edly influenced by the calalyzer (or dryer) 
chosen. The best in his experience was a 
cobaltic salt, which even when present 
in as small a proportion as 1% per cent. 
gave good results. The oil to be satis- 
factory in painting must be one that 
bleaches when heated and gets heavier 
when heated and air-blown. A good oil 
can be blown to have a gravity of .960. 
rhe drying is influenced by the various 
pigments as is the @éase with linseed oil. 
Because of the elasticity of its film soya 
bean oil finds particular favor with the 
makers of printing inks, oilcloth, imitation 
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rubber fabric, and waterproofed fab 
The speaker stated his inability to ave a 
“comparison of the wearing qualities of a 
Soya bean oil paint with one made with 
linseed oil.. The short experiments he had 
ae ig - a little in favor of the lin- 
see ol 
_ Mr. Toch also gave some 
Gata concerning the growth of the soya 
bean plant which, being self-nitrofying 
does well in barren soil, but is killed by 
drought. This phase of the subject and 
the use of the bean and the oil as food- 
Stuffs were touched upon by several 
other members, including Dr. Leo Bake- 
land, who was enthusiastic in his appre- 
c.ution of the bean as an article of diet. 
fhe final paper of the evening was on

H. Levin. The speaker described several 
types of electrolytic cell used in the pro-

Saturday Noon, May 25, 1912. 

Until near the close of the week busi- 
ness in the wholesale drug trade con- 
tinued to be handicapped by the un- 
seasonable weather conditions, which 
exerted a restraining influence upon al- 
most all industrial enterprises through- 
out the country. Within the last tew 
days, however, a larger volume of 
orders has been booked by the leading 
importers ot crude drugs and by the 
manufacturers and jobbers and there 
now appears to be less cause for com- 
plaint than for some time past. The 
tloods, which have devastated certain 
sections of the Northwest, as well as 
those which have inundated the South- 
west, have naturally restricted buying 
operations in these portions of the 
country, but the falling off in the pur- 
chasing in these sections has been 
more tnan compensated for by the re- 
plenishing of depleted supplies else- 
where. The city trade has also shown 
signs of reviving of late and the out- 
look for further improvement is bright- 
ening daily. A great scarcity of stocks 
is noted in several botanical lines and 
the movement of prices has again been 
principally in sellers’ favor. The re- 
newed tying up of London’s trans- 
portation facilities by a revival of its 
labor troubles among the employes of 
shipping interests now threatens to 
make it increasingly difficult to obtain 
many drugs from Great Britain unless 
the differences between the men and 
their employers are speedily adjusted. 

While the marketing of drug products 
in this centre was being held back by 
the excessive rains in this country, the 


news reached here that the drought 
which prevailed throughout Great 
Britain and France during April 


had injured greatly the new herb crops 
of these countries, especially those of 
belladonna and henbane, whose yields 
are expected to be abnormally small. 
This drought abroad, however, appears 
to have failed to work much damage 
upon the aromatic herb crops which 
were not sufficiently advanced in their 
growth to be seriously hurt by the lack 
of moisture last month and which have 
been improved greatly during the last 
few weeks by needed rains. 

Sharp upturns have been recorded 
within the interval in codliver oil, 
buchu leaves, lemongrass oil, Calabar 
beans, Spanish saffron flowers, Suma- 
tra gum benzoin, powdered citric acid 
and bayberry and paraffine waxes. On 
the other hand, there have been ma- 
terial reductions in powdered and 
granular opium, codeine, glucose, 
grape sugar, naphthaline, carbolic acid, 
bergamot oil and Cartagena ipecac 
root.

There has been no important change 


in conditions at the primary centers 
for the gum within the week and, in 
the absence of incentive for buying, 


such as would have been supplied by 
a stiffening of the undertone of the 
Smyrna and Constantinople markets, 
purchasing by domestic manufactur- 
ers of morphine and codeine and by 
other consumers has been of very 
meager character, As far as can be 
ascertained from the censored cable- 
grams and letters which have been 
received from the primary markets, 
the outlook for at least a normal yield 
from the poppy plants continues bright 
and little credence is now being given 
to the rumors of damage to the grow- 
ing crop by late frosts and locusts 
which were circulated a fortnight ago. 
The leading importer of the gum con- 
tinues to ask $6.50 for both case and 
jobbing lots without obtaining any 
business worthy of mention, and the 
local holders who are still quoting 
$6.25 are securing only hand-to-mouth 
orders and are seriously considering 
a further reduction of their prices in 
the hope of stimulating the demand. 
These holders have already lowered 
their quotations on the powdered and 
granular grades to $8.10@8.25 for the 
former, and to $8.15@8.30 for the latter. 
In recognition of the apparent futility 
of augmenting their business by dras- 
tic price cutting, however, a local deal- 
er who was offering the 11 per cent. 


gum in case lots at $6 early in the 
week and an out-of-town dealer who 
was soliciting orders in powdered at 
$8 have withdrawn these offers and 
are now asking $6.25 and $8.10, respec- 
tively.

In the hope of stimulating the de- 
mand, all the leading domestic and for- 
eign manufacturers reduced their quo- 
tations Saturday on the alkaloids, sul- 
phates and phosphates 30c. an ounce, 
making the revised figures for the al- 
kaloid in bulk $5.65@5.80, and those for 
alkaloid in ounce packages and one- 
eighth ounce packages, $5.70@5.85 and 
$5.90@6.05. A prominent foreign manu- 
facturer with an American plant was 
the first to lower quotations on this 
opium derivative. The domestic manu- 
facturers failed to follow suit imme- 
diately, but took similar action before 
the close of the day. Only a mod- 
erate jobbing demand is reported, even 
at the reduced prices.

Further reflection of the stiffening 
tendency of cinchona has been noted 
at the London bark auction, held last 
Tuesday, when an advance of an 
eighth penny was recorded in the aver- 
age price received for the offerings at 
the sale in that center, the new unit 
being %d., as compared with an aver- 
age price of 4%d. obtained at the previ- 
ous sale, and with the hitherto seem- 
ingly stereotyped unit of 9-16d., which 
had been in force for more than two 
years prior to April 23.

goods. Outside lots of Java are avail- 
able at 18%c. and 19c., and similar 
quotations continue to be made for 
American salts in second hands. There 
is a moderate demand for contracts 
with the manufacturers, even at the 
19144c. basis, however, and it is believed 
that the cheaper offerings in second 
hands will soon be exhausted, while 
the continued curtailment of shipments 
of the bark from Java now makes 
it appear highly improbable that a 
reduction of the present manufactur- 
ers’ price will occur within the near 
future. The next bark auction will 
he held in Amsterdam on June 138, but 
before this takes place another salts 
sale will occur in that center. This 
latter sale is scheduled for this Fri- 
day. 
Miscellaneous. 

CARBON BISULPHIDE.—After be- 
ing unobtainable in the local market 
for more than two months, this drug 
product is again procurable in mod- 
erate amounts at llc. in five-pound 
cans and at 15c. in one-pound cans; 
subject to withdrawal at any time 
without notice by the leading manu- 
facturers. 

COCOA BUTTER.—A steady jobbing 
demand continues to be noted for this 
commodity in bulk and in the form of 
wrapped fingers. Confectionery manu- 
facturers have recently taken a larger 
amount than customary at this sea- 
son of the year, while the manufac- 
turers of massage creams and other 
facial preparations have also been 
making fair-sized purchases. Quota- 
tions remaih unchanged, including 31@ 
38c. for prime grades and 34c. for su- 
perior grades in bulk and 35@37c. for 
wrapped fingers in 12-pound boxes. Re- 
cent arrivals at the local port have in- 
cluded 50 bales from Hamburg and 84 
bales from Rotterdam. 

CODLIVER OlL.—A material ad- 
vance has occurred in the price both in 
Norway and in the local market within 
the interval as a result of a substantial 
augmenting of purchasing operations 
on the spot as well as for prompt, 
nearby and forward deliveries. With 
the approach of the ending of the pro- 
duction season at Finmarken, the re- 
finers have assumed much firmer views 
on the situation and have raised their 
quotations $1 to $2 a barrel, the revised 
asking prices being $15 and $16 f. o. b. 
Norway, according to brand. All the 
cheap offerings on the spot have been 
withdrawn and it is no longer possible 
to obtain the oil at $19.50 and $19.75 in 
the local market, though in at least one 
instance small lots are still procurable 
here at $20 a barrel. On deliveries up 
to the fall, however, local agents for 
the refiners are asking and obtaining 
$21@23. <A few refiners, who recently 
became disgusted at the relatively low 
prices offered for the refined oil and 
therefore sold the bulk of their hold- 
ings, have been compelled to re-enter 
the market for the crude oil for which 
they have had to pay much higher 
prices than those prevailing when they 
made their original purchases. At the 
low figures quoted for the refined oil 
until last week, it is estimated that 
more oil was sold than ever before in 
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the history of the article. Our corre- 
spondent in Aalesund has advised ‘us 
by cable at the close of the week that 
the oil yield to date at Finmarken, 
where the season has practically ended, 
has amounted to 14,150 hectoliters, 
while the yield for all Norway has 
reached 61,350 hectoliters. At the out- 
set of the week the catch for all Nor- 
way was reported to have amounted 
to 82,000,000 fish, producing 52,886 barrels 
of oil, as compared with 58,000,000 fish, 
yielding 33,670 barrels of oil for the 
corresponding period of last year. Ar- 
rivals of 100 barrels from Rotterdam 
have also been noted within the in- 
terval. 

ERGOT.—Although the demand is 
reaching only moderat2 proportions, 
local holders are again becoming firm 
in their views. Some dealers in this 
market, who hitherto were offering the 
Spanish grade at 98c., are now unwill- 
ing to sell for less than $1 and up to 
$1.10 is being asked for this grade. Rus- 
sian is being quoted at 80@85c. without 
attracting much business. There have 
recently been no offerings of the cheap 
German goods which were primarily 
responsible for the recession in prices 
of all grades which occurred two 
weeks ago. 

FUSEL OIL.—There continues a sat- 
isfactory consuming demand for both 
crude and refined oil or amyl acetate 
at previous prices. It is now figured 
that the world’s production for 1911 
has amounted to about 3,400 tons, of 
which the United States made 400 tons 
and Russia 1,000 tons, while the re- 
mainder of Europe and all Asia turned 
out 2,000 tons. Recent arrivals at the 
local port have included 33 casks from 
Libau and 387 drums from Hull. 

GLUCOSE.—-In recognition of the re- 
cently reduced cost of corn and the 
lowering of the freight rate on trans- 
portation of the maize products by’ 
lake and rail from the Central West 
to the iocal market, the leading man- 
ufacturers of glucose and grape syrup 
have dropped their prices 15 points 
more to a basis of $2.38 per 100 pounds 
for corn syrup of 42 degrees mixing 
and to $2.47 for corn sugar of 70 de- 
grees. These reductions in quotations 
have elicited a large number of new 
orders from consumers. 

GLYCERINE.—Despite the _ recent 
falling off in purchasing operations in 
the foreign markets for dynamite, 
crude lye and saponification grades, 
there is still a brisk demand in this 
country for the refined. grade and prices 
for C. P. are being very firmly held 
on a bulk basis of 19c. The French 
and German manufacturers also con- 
tinue to hold their offerings strongly 
and domestic manufacturers are still 
quoting 18%@19c. for the dynamite 
grade, 154%@15%c. for lye and 16%@ 
174c, for saponification. Recent ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
50 drums from Liverpool and 22 drums 
from Bremen. 

Our correspondents in Paris and Dus- 
seldorf have advised us by mail on the 
conditions of the European markets as 
follows:— 

Paris, May 10, 1912. 

The position of the European glycerine mar- 
ket has continued firm during the last week, 
but actual transactions have been rather 
small, 2s the majority of sellers on the Con- 
tinent have continued loath to accept present 
prices: that is to say, 150 francs per kilo for 
saponification and 132% francs per kilo for lye. 
shipments to be made during the remainder of 
this year. 

A few meager contracts, calling for 1913 
shipments, have been made at 145 francs per 
kilo for saponification and 130 francs per kilo 
for lye. As usual the prices mentioned in the 
ahove quotations call for payment at 90 days’ 
sight, new iron drums included, cost and 
freight New York. 

Diisseldorf, May 13, 1912. 

As forecasted a week ago, the position of the 
German glycerine markets has not changed to 
any noteworthy degree during the last week. 
There is little new business, but, despite thé 
absence of a brisk demand, sellers are becom- 
ing more confident and are refusing to sell at 
relatively low prices. There recently have 
been inquiries for saponification glycerine, for 
delivery during the second half of this year, 
at 118 marks, and a price of 110 marks has 
also been bid for deliveries throughout next 
year, but because of the reluctance of most 
holders to sell at these figures no important 
transactions have been effected. 

Offers to sell the dynamite grade for deliv- 
ery during the remainder of this year, at com- 
paratively cheap prices, have been withdrawn, 
and prospective buyers are now bidding 140 
marks naked. Offers of dynamite for 19138 
deliveries are being made without results, how- 
ever, as the leading buyers remain out of the 
market. 


ISINGLASS.—A much stronger un- 
dertone is noted in the primary and 
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local markets for the Russian grade. 
Cable advices from St. Petersburg have 
recently reported a sharp marking up 
of prices there. Most local holders con- 
tinue to offer fair grades at $2.40, but 
an advance from this figure is looked 
for daily. For higher grades, $2.50, 
$2.60 and $2.70 are being asked and ob- 
tained. American offerings are still 
procurable at 62@65c., and Japanese at 
88@65c., according to quality. Arrivals 
of 7 cases of Japanese from Hamburg 
have been noted within the interval. 

MENTHOL.—The virtual exhaustion 
of spot stocks has induced several local 
holders to raise their prices to $6.65 and 
$6.75, but there is still a little obtain- 
able at $6.50. As soon as the small re- 
maining stocks have been taken up, 
however, it is expected that sharp ad- 
vance will be noted, as April-May ship- 
ments from Japan via San Francisco 
are now quoted at an equivalent of 
$6.75. 

APHTHALINE.—Although stocks 
in the local market have been consid- 
erably reduced within the week by the 
active buying of consumers, most of 
the dealers here are inclined to shade 
their prices, as they realize that they 
will soon be able to replenish their 
holdings with shipments from England, 
For arrival in two or three weeks, 2c. 
is already being offered and for spot 
offerings quotations have been revised 
downward an eighth cent to 2% @2%c. 
for both balls and flakes. Recent ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 


210 casks from Rotterdam and 129 
packages from London. 
Acids. 


CARBOLIC.—Recent heavy arrivals 
from England and Holland have so 
augmented the already heavy accumu- 
lations in the local market as to induce 
holders in this center to lower their 
prices a half cent further for the acid 


in drums and two cents in bottles, the 
revised quotations being 15@16c, and 


I8@23c., respectively. Recent arrivals 
at the local port have included 35 pack- 
ages from London, 65 casks of the 
crystals from Hull, 305 casks from Liv- 
erpool and 33 drums from Hamburg. 

CITRIC.—Though: the advent of hot 
weather abroad has caused a note- 
worthy stiffening of quotations in Eng- 
land and on the European Continent, 
domestic manufacturers have not yet 
had occasion to raise their prices on 
crystals, as the demand in this coun- 
try has so far reached only meager pro- 
portions, and is not likely to be aug- 
mented materially until high tempera- 
tures, such as have been recorded 
within the last two days, have stimu- 
lated the demand here materially. 
Quotations on the powdered grade 
have been advanced here a half cent, 
however, to 39c. in barrels and 39%c. 
in kegs. Crystals, however, continue to 
be offered at 38%c. in barrels and 39@ 
39l4c. in kegs.

COPAIBA.—True South American 
continues to be held in most instances 


by local dealers at 52@55c., but one 
or two handlers here are offering the 
genuine as low as _ 50c. Hamburg 


goods, which are up to the U. S. P, re- 
quirements, and therefore admissible 
to this country, continue to be offered 
at as low as 42c. A moderate jobbing 
demand is noted at these figures. Ar- 
rivals of 23 cases from Ciudad Bolivar 
and of 10 cases from Trinidad have 
been noted at the local port within the 
week. 

FIR.—Both Canada and Oregon 
grades are in secant supply and excep- 
tionally active demand for this season 
of the year. Local holders are main- 
taining their quotation on Canada 
firmly at $4@4.10 and that on Oregon at 
80@90c., the inside figure being on bar- 
rels and the outside figure on cans. 

TOLU.—Local supplies are almost 
exhausted and the quotation is being 


very strongly held at 65@75c., as to 
quality.

buying is reported in the producing dis- 
tricts and on the Pacific Coast where 
the market displays a stiffening under- 





tone. There is also a moderate demand 
in the local market, but prices here re- 
main unchanged at 94%@10%c., accord- 
ing to quality and quantity. 

LEMON PEEL.—The local market is 
almost bare of offerings and the small 
holdings which are still available are 
commanding 8c. Recent arrivals at the 
local port included 10 bales from

stantly taken into consumption. 
WAHOO OF ROOT.—Holders of the 


meager stocks available here are asking 
as high as 45c. for selected descriptions 


and have made sales at that figure 
within the week.

JUNIPER.—Gin distillers and manu- 
facturers of proprietary remedies con- 
tinue to buy moderate quantities at

CALABAR.—Spot supplies have been 
reduced to meager proportions and 
local holders are assuming firmer 
views, asking as high as 9c. in some 
instances. There are still a few lots 
available at 75c., however, and, al- 
though predictions are being made that 
a $1 level will soon be reached, it is 
considered unlikely that a much higher 
figure will prevail as new crop offerings 
are counted upon to _ replenish the 
greatly depleted stocks before supplies 
are completely exhausted. 

TONKA.—Despite the unceasing ef- 
forts of the Venezuelan gatherers to 
augment this year’s harvest of Angos- 
turas with beans grown in hitherto in- 
accessible sections on the banks of the 
Orinoco River, it is now apparent that 
the 1912 yield of these beans will fall 
short of 100,000 pounds and may be as 
small as 55,000 pounds. As the 1911 
crop beans are almost exhausted and 
as the leading snuff and smoking to- 
bacco interests are already clamoring 
for new stocks, it is expected that fully 
90 per cent. of the current year’s crop 
will be absorbed instantly, so that of- 
ferings in the open market are likely 
to continue small throughout the re- 
mainder of this year. Local holders 
are still asking $5.50 for their limited 
supplies. Paras are also firmly held, in 
sympathy with Angosturas, at $1.50@ 
1.75, according to quality, and crystal- 
lized Surinams are likewise being 
strongly maintained at $2@$2.25. Ar- 
rivals have included nine cases from 
Ciudad Bolivar. aaa 


Vanilla, 


Continuance of the drought in the 
Papantla and Zamora districts of Mex- 
ico, which has been mentioned in recent 
advices from these producing sections, 
is making the outlook for the harvest- 
ing of even an average crop of Mexican 
beans this year far from bright. It is 
recognized by the growers, curers and 
operators, however, that only moderate 
rainfalls would probably enable the 
vines to recover from the withering ef- 


fect of this drought, but, unless this 
condition is relieved speedily, it is 
feared that a normal yield will 
be impossible. As a result of this 


uninterrupted drought and the accom- 
panying prospect of a poor and small 
1912-1913 crop, the curers continue to 
hold their offerings of last year’s crop 
very firmly, refusing to make conces- 
sions of any importance from a basis 
of $4 in the producing districts. Most 
of the operators are desirous of obtain- 
ing the beans at a materially lower 
figure and a temporary deadlock has 
resulted. No additional curings of note- 
worthy size have been contracted for 
within the week because of this dead- 
lock, but it is considered likely that 
some heavy purchasing of whole beans 
and exercising of maturing options 
thereon will occur within the ensuing 
fortnight, as three New York operators 
are now making strenuous efforts to 
persuade the curers to shade present 
prices, and it is believed that they will 
prove ‘successful in this atempt in some 
instances, because of the natural un- 
willingness of most of the curers to 
continue indefinitely to pay high inter- 
est rates on the money lent to them 
by the Mexican banks to finance their 
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not made by the curers, however, it is 
expected that the New York operators 
will soon be compelled to replenish 
their stocks with new purchases, as 
their 1910-1911 offerings of whole beans 
are now virtually exhausted and the 
long-awaited advent of distinctly hot 
weather in New York and in the East 
generally will cause immediate exhaus- 
tion of the stocks of the extract now 
in the hands of the soda water and ice 
cream makers and dispensers as well 
as in the hands of the supply houses 
whose augmented demands may be 
counted upon to force the extract 
manufacturers into the market again. 
Unlike the producing regions of Mex- 
ico, the Eastern territory in the United 
States has been handicapped of late 
in all its business operations by exces- 
sive rain and unseasonably cold weath- 
er. This section now requires intensely 
hot weather to augment its demand for 
the beans and their extract. Although 
no sizable quantities of the Mexican 
whole beans have been purchased by 
the New York operators within the 
week, additional buying of the cuts has 
been reported and consignments of 
eight cases have been made by the 
curers to local commission houses. Out 
of the entire 1911-1912 yield of Mexican 
whole beans, amounting to about 240,000 
pounds, only 60,000 pounds have yet 
been taken by the local and by the 
French buyers, but all except 12,000 
pounds of the 75,000 pounds of cuts has 
already been marketed. Local holders 
continue to quote $4@5 for whole beans 
and $3.60@3.85 for the cuts. Recent ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
68 cases from Vera Cruz and six cases 
from Tampico. 

Although American purchasing of 
Bourbons has not yet reached large 
proportions, the operators in the Paris 
and other French markets continue to 
hold their offerings very firmly at $3.65 
@4.50, according to quality. The bulk 
of the cheaper grades of the Bourbons 
has been sold to American extract 
manufacturers and the remaining 
stocks, almost all of which are of high 
quality, are now being offered to the 
German and French chocolate makers, 
who are counted upon to absorb all 
such offerings within the next few 
weeks. Recent arrivals at the local 
port have included 33 cases from 
Havre. Estimates on the new crop on 
the islands of the Bourbon group, 
which are still deemed premature, are 
proving none the less interesting, in- 
cluding, as they do, estimated yields of 
227,000 to 257,000 kilos, or from 495,000 
pounds to 550,000 pounds. The lowest 
of these estimates on the total yield of 
the new crop is made up as follows:— 
The forecasted yield of the Seychelles, 
7,000 kilos; that for Madagascar and 
Nossi-Be, 78,000 kilos; that for the Co- 
mores, 80,000 kilos; that for the island 
of Bourbon, 60,000 kilos and that for the 
island of Mauritius, 2,000 kilos. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us by mail as follows:— 

Paris, May 10. 1912 

The market here is still very firm as a re 
sult of an active demand It is now a fore 
gone conclusion that the stocks on hand will 
be scarcely sufficient to meet the needs of all 
consumers until the new crop becomes avail- 
able The operators, moreover, are assuming 
very conservative attitude and it is be- 
coming difficult to obtain offers from them 

As the entire 1911-1912 crop of South 
American beans, consisting of about 
35,000 pounds, has now been shipped 
from the island of Gaudaloupe and is 
being absorbed steadily by the trade, 
local holders are maintaining their 
prices very firmly at $3.60@4, according 
to quality. A moderate business is re- 
ported at these figures. 

The San Francisco market is still 
flooded with offerings of the Tahitis, as 
the recent augmenting of supplies on 
the Pacific Coast by the arrival of 430 
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cases, or about 43,000 pounds, has made 
it almost impossible for the operators 
in that centre to reduce their holdings 
noticeably, especially as the Hamburg 
merchants have remained out of the 
market for a long time. It is believed 
in some quarters that the Hamburg 
operators are playing a waiting game 
and hope by refraining from buying at 
this time to depress prices still further 
until they have reached levels which 
offer an attractive basis at which to 
stock up. Purchasing by extract manu- 
facturers in this country has also fail- 
ed to reach more than meager pro- 
portions, but prices are now being held 
fairly well on these beans at $1.75@2, 
according to quality. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us by mail on the conditions of 
the European markets as follows:— 

Paris, May 10, 1912 

The Hamburg market quotes 15 marks pel 
kilo, the equivalent of about $1.25 per pound 
but the San Francisco market, which had «dé 
clined to a basis of $1.67% at the beginn.ng 
of the week, is now asking $1.82, 

Shellac. 

There has been very little character 
to the shellac market during the week. 
Generally, the situation as between 
local dealers and primary shippers is 
suggestive of the same jockeying prac- 
tices as have prevailed of late. There 
is no doubt that a considerable volume 
of business could have been booked for 
shipment at buyers’ views, but Calcut- 
ta has not been disposed to grant con- 
cessions sought, and trading has com- 
prised sparing proportions. Despite 
the proximity to the blocky shipping 
period, buying interest for the current 
position, marking the limitation on 
reasonably free deliveries, has not been 
appreciably stimulated. May-June 15 
offers from Calcutta are reported light, 
There has been nothing to change the 
outlook for the bysache crop, and ac- 
cording to a late estimate the yield 
will attain a full average at about 160,- 
000 cases. According to some views, 
the quality of the sticklac will run high 
and be more adaptable for the finer 
marks of orange. The London market 
closed on an unaltered basis, 63s. for 
spot T. N. and 65s. for August futures. 

The local market has developed 
little of new interest and trading is 
generally described as of the same even 
character as is incident to the season. 
The more favorable weather of late, 
however, seemed to mark a_ better 
movement in bleached. T. N. seems to 
have prompted keener competion in the 
local trade, and a revision in quotations 
is noted to 14@14%c. in bags, and 14%@ 
lic. in cases for “U. 8. S. A.” Pure 
T. N. is listed on the same basis. The 
Warturm has arrived with about 1,800 
packages of assorted marks for local 
account. The Saldanka was reported 
in Boston with 450 packages. The 
goods on the Frienfels, about 1,900 rpack- 
ages, were said to have been generally 
free,

Mica Production and Imports. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. ) 
Washington, May 24, 1912. 


According to a monograph by _ the 
United States Geological Survey -the 
total value of the mica produced in the 
United States in 1911 was $355,804. The 
production came from seven States—North 
Carolina, South Dakota, New Hampshire 
Alabama, New Mexico, Colorado and 
Virginia, named in the order of the value 
of their output. With the exception of 
Alabama and Virginia, all these States 
reported a production during 1910. The 
value of the production of mica in 1911 
was greater by $18,707 than in 1910, but 
was less by $36,307 than in 1907. 

The production of sheet mica amounted 
to 1,887,201 pounds, valued at $310,254, a 
decrease of 588,989 pounds in quantity and 
an increase of $26,422 in value, compared 
with the output of 1999. The apparent dis- 
erepancies in the figures of production in 
1910 and 1911 are due to two chief causes. 
These are an increase in the size of sheet 
mica produced and a more advanced stage 
of prevaration for the market by the 
producers than heretofore. 

The nroduction of scrap mica amounted 
to 2.512 short tons, valued at $45,550, a 
decrease of 553 tons in quantity and of 
$7.715 in value. 

The imvorts of unmanufactured and 
trimmed sheet mica into the United States 
during 1911, as renorted by the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Denertment of Commerce 
and Labor, amounted to 1,328,768 pounds, 
valued ut $502,163. These imports were 
less than those of 1910 by 632,755 vounds 
in quantity and $222,362 in value. Ground 
mica te the value of $3,389 was imported 
in 1911, as against $1,298 in 1910.

The consuming inquiry for chemicals 
is fair, although it is generally be- 
lieved the approach of warm weather 
will have a tendency to lessen sales. 


Sustained activity in the paper and 
textile industries is reflected in a 
steady call for contract shipments ot 


chemicals. The glass furnaces, how- 
ever, are preparing to close down, and 
little business is expected from this 
source until later in the season when 
contracts are renewed.** Soapmakers 
are not experiencing any unusual de- 
mand for their products, and some of 
the smaller concerns have been forced 
to limit their output. The high cost 
of cottonseed oil, tallow and greases 
has resulted in a very expensive pro- 
duction of soap and consumers have 
not taken kindly to the enhanced 
views of makers. Other industries ap- 
pear to be taking a seasonable amount 
of chemicals and altogether the move- 
ment is preventing serious accumula- 
tions at distributing points. Competi- 
tion is evidenced in the bleach market 
and prices have displayed an easier 
tendency. Oxalic acid is in more lib- 
eral supply on spot, and the market 
has favored buyers. Arsenic is scarce 
on spot with prices higher, but the 
outlook is not favorable for a continu- 
ance of the upward movement. Car- 
bon-tetrachloride is held sparingly with 
dealers asking 12%c, on spot against 
a former price of 12c. Nitrate of lead 
is lower with trading practically nil. 
Dealers are employing competitive tac- 
tics in sal ammoniac and offerings have 
been made very close. Below is a de- 
tailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the London, Liverpool and 
Antwerp chemical markets, 
Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The in- 
terval has occasioned no material 
change in trade conditions. A well 
distributed inquiry continues to pre- 
vail, and a fair volume of sales at full 
figures are noted both for home and 
export purposes. Dealers quote on the 
basis of lc. for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs 
f. o. b. works and an advance of .20c. 
all around for goods delivered in this 
section, less the usual discount terms. 


BLEACHING POWDER.—Additional 
quantities have not prompted the same 
aegree of attention noted earlier in the 
month and the market has presented 
a slightly easier appearance. The re- 
ljaxation in demand has allowed deal- 
ers a chance to compete and in some 
quarters as low as 1.22%c. was quoted 
tor spot prime. Shipments are held 
ut 1.20c. and up, according to brand 
and seller, 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A fair call is re- 
ported for contract deliveries for in- 
dustrial purposes, but the demand for 
additional lots is not urgent and mak-~ 
ers continue to sell close in an en- 
deavor to secure business. Prices range 
from 1.60c. to 1.70c. on the basis of 60 
per cent, for 70@78 per cent., and 60 per 
cent. at 1.70@1.75c. 

SAL SODA.—More favorable weather 
has tended to increase consuming in- 
quiries, and business has shown mod- 
erate expansion. Paper, color and tex- 
tile industries are said to be drawing 
freely on outstanding contracts, and no 
serious accumulations are reported in 
first hands. Dealers quote .60c. and up 
f, o. b. for barrels, less the usual dis- 
count terms. Spot lots of concentrated 
are available on the basis of 14%c. and 
up, according to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Occasional sales of 
car lots are reported at full figures, 
and the market retains a firm ten- 
dency. The approach of the warm 
weather period has a quieting influ- 
ence on trade, and current inquiries 
are confined mostly to actual wants. 
Car lots are held at .55c. in bulk f. o. 
b. works. 

SODA ASH.—While a. satisfactory 
movement is reported on standing con- 
tracts, additional quantities have not 
commanded unusual attention, and 
there is still evidence of competition. 
Light 58 per cent. is held at 6744c, per 
100 pounds, basis of 48 per cent., in 
bulk, and 75iec. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent., in barrels, in carload lots 
f. o. b. works. Forty-eight per cent. 
was quoted at 72c. for car lots f. o. b. 
works. Less than car lots are quoted 
by large dealers at 85c, per 100 pounds, 
basis of 48 per cent. for the 58 per 
cent., and 90c. per 100 pounds for the 
48 per cent., both f. 0. b. New York. 


SULPHIDE OF SODIUM.—There 
have been no new developments to 
lend to color to this market during the 
interval. The demand is seasonable 
for manufacturing purposes and values 
have favored a steady. course. Dealers 
quote 1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals in 
barrels and 2%c. for 60 per cent, fused 
or broken in iron barrels f. o. b.

MURIATIC.—Steady shipments are 
reported for metal trade requirements, 
and aside from these a fair demand 
is reported for textile, glue and chem- 
ical purposes. The undertone of the 
market is firm with spot held at 1.1ic. 
and up for 18 degrees, according to 
quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—Makers of explosives are 
drawing freely on outstanding con- 
tracts, and a fair additional business 
is reported with the metal and plas- 
tic trades. Values remain without 
change. Spot 36 degrees is obtainable 
at 3%@4%c., according to quantity and 
seller. 

OXALIC.—Arrivals of both English 
and German have shown a moderate 
increase of late and the general mar- 
ket has been placed in slightly freer 
supply. Consumers have manifested 
no unusual desire to buy in excess of 
actual wants and dealers have shad- 
ed prices in an endeavor to secure 
trade. At the close spot was obtainable 
at 8%c. and arrivals at 8c. 

SULPHURIC.—Demand for _ indus- 
trial uses continues to embrace steady 
seasonable proportions, and sales are 
reported free for prompt and future 
wants.

CHLORIDE OF BARIUM.—Local 
supplies of this item have been brought 
to a comparatively low state, and the 
teeling in trade circles was firmer. Sev- 
eral dealers advanced prices for spot 
goods, but in one quarter at least the 
old quotation of $28 was still in vogue. 

NITRATE OF LEAD.—The inactive 
extent of consuming demand has 
caused sellers to shade former prices, 
and at the close 8¥%c. was acceptable 
on spot. Trading is merely routine, 
there being an entire absence of inter- 
est in round quantities. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—Although foreign 
advices have not revealed any relaxa- 
tion in the market abroad, local dealers 
have resorted to competitive tactics, 
and it is understood that a firm offer 
at slightly under prevailing prices 
would likely be accepted.

SALTPETER.—There is no change to 
report in the crude situation. Supplies 
on spot continue light and dealers show 
no disposition to shade former views.

Refined is quiet 
but fully sustained at the advance 
noted in our previous report. Dealers 
quote 5@6%4c., according to grade, the 
inside figure representing the car lot 
price for granular. 

SULPHITE OF SODA.—Sales of 
small lots are reported at full figures, 
but the general market is quiet, with 
consumers showing little interest in 
sizable quantities.

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Hygiene and Demography Congress 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 24, 1912. 

Announcement is made by the State De- 
partment officials who are engaged in 
placing before the country the details of 
the forthcoming convention of the Inter- 
national Congress on Hygiene and De- 
mography, that practically every feature 
of the United States Government work 
with reference to hygiene, sanitation, etc., 
will be displayed by the government at 
this congress. At least that is the plan 
which has the support not only of the of- 
ficers of the congress, but President Taft 
and the members of his cabinet, and it is 
believed that efforts are now nearing 
fruition to secure the necessary appro- 
priation of some $50,000 by Congress to 
make possible the proper participation by 
the governmental departments. 


Every one knows in a more or less gen- 
eral way that many bureaus of the Fed- 
eral departments are actively engaged in 
the conservation of the public health, and 
the work of the meat inspectors, the 
medical inspectors of immigrants and 
other officers performing similar duties 
are frequently in the public eye. But 
never before has there been either reason 
or opportunity for showing in_ concen- 
trated form all of the public health work 
which is accomplished by the servants of 
Uncle Sam in the regular routine of their 
daily labor. 

In the Exhibition on Health, which will 
be a material part of the Fifteenth In- 
ternational Congress, it is proposed to 
have exhibits from every one of the twen- 
ty-three government bureaus which deal 
with life-saving or health-saving for the 
people. The Department of the Treasury 
for instance, desires to show what its 
public health and marine-hospital service, 
is doing in fifteen aifferent lines of work. 
It also desires to make an exhibit of its 
life-saving service, with a fully equipped 
life boat, apparatus and crew for dem- 
onstrations. 

Similarly, the War Department and the 
Navy Department wish to illustrate the 
operations of their medical branches; the 
Postoffice Department proposes to show 
how pathological material is safely trans- 
mitted in mailing cases. 

Representing the Department of the In- 
terior there will be exhibits by the bureau 
of Indian Affairs, Education and Mines 
and the Geological Survey. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will demonstrate the 
activities of the Bureaus’ of Animal In- 
dustry, Plant Industry and Entomology 
and of the office of Experiment Stations. 
lor the Department of Commerce and 
Labor there will be exhibits from the 
Bureaus of Labor, Census, Fisheries, Im- 
migration and Naturalization and Stand- 
ards, 

The Isthmian Canal Commission pro- 
poses to show how it has dealt with mili- 
tary, naval and tropical hygiene, to show 
the influence of tropical climate on 
foreigners, acclimatization, housing, diet- 
ies, clothing and the prevention of tropi- 
eal diseases. The Smithsonian Institute 
has an ambitious program; among the ex- 
hibits it proposes to make being those in- 
tended to show “the physical character- 
istics of pure-bred Americans, data re- 
Jating to results of inter-marriage between 
the Indian and the white, and the normal 
growth of the average American child. 


All of these exhibits have been planned 
by the Inter-Departmental Committee 
which was appointed by Secretary Frank- 
lin MucVeagh, of the Department of the 
Treasury. In its request for the neces- 
sary appropriation the committee stated 
that ‘“‘the Federal Bureaus are constantly 
in receipt of requests for exhibits with

Saturday Noon, May 25, 1912. 
A topic of interest to the local fer- 
tilizer trade during the week was the 
position of the Potash Syndicate in 
Germany and the problems which are 
arising as the result of opening a num- 
ber of new potash mines. Unless the 
output of each mine is greatly cur- 
tailed, production will far exceed con- 
suming demand, and this might have a 


weakening effect on prices. Trading 
in the local market in all fertilizing 
materials is for small lots. Animal 


ammoniates are not in plentiful supply, 
but as buyers are taking but little in- 
terest in them, the market shows no 
firmness because of this scarcity; in 
fact, a weak market has ruled right 
along for dried blood and tankage, and 
fish scrap has been out of season. Sul- 
phate of ammonia has not changed 
during the week. Evidently it will be 
high-priced for some time to come, 
owing to limited offerings. Nitrate of 
soda is similar to sulphate of ammonia 
inasmuch as spot goods are light and 
prices high. Charters made during the 
week show that ocean freightage is 
not declining to any extent. Cyanamid 
is in fair demand and makers now 
quote $2.30 per unit of ammonia f. o. b. 
Niagara Falls and $2.45 per unit f. o. b. 
Baltimore. Pyrites continue to be in 
very good demand and are recording a 
record season, Acid phosphate is not 
very active yet, but Southern reports 
would indicate a better demand later 
on. Phosphate rock is having a good 
season and supplies are passing to con~ 
sumers as fast as they are mined. For 
reviews of the Baltimore, Chicago and 
Atlanta markets refer to index on page 
23. Detailed comment on the market 


follows:— 
Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Sul- 
phate of ammonia continues to be firm- 
ly held and the high price of the article 
is keeping consumers out of the mar- 
ket, although supplies available are 
quickly snapped up. There is a scarcity 
of stocks, however, and as the domes- 
tic output has been sold ahead con- 
sumers are forced to rely on foreign 
sulphate. Foreign manufacturers are 
not in a position to make deliveries 
freely, and even if such were the case 
the present selling price is considered 
too high to permit of an active mar- 
ket. Local sellers repeat $3.40 as the 
price for all positions. While a good 
demand is noted in the English mar- 
ket, it is stated that the tone of the 
market has been easier since the first 
of the month. In Liverpool £15 1s, 3d. 
is quoted for prompt, and futures are 
5s. lower. Manufacturers are reported 
as being in a better position regarding 
the amount of offerings and that pro- 
duction has gained is shown by the fact 
that sellers have made some conces- 
sions to buyers of spot goods. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—The steamer 
Anglo Bolivian, 3,520 tons, has been 


chartered to carry nitrate from the 
West Coast to the United States or Eu- 
rope. The terms are 30s. for June-July. 
The steamer Hans, 2,712 tons, has been 
chartered under the same conditions 
and terms. This indicates that the 
rate of freightage is keeping up and 
this is an important factor in holding 
up the price of nitrate on the local mar- 
ket. The market is described as quiet, 
with prices quoted at $2.40@2.45, accord- 
ing to quantity and seller. A report of 
the European market reads as fol-

considerably less. The imports were 223,900 
tons, against 265,860 tons, and dry weather 
during the whole month seriously checked the 
use of the fertilizer, but the port deliveries are 
officially stated to have reached 256,000 tons, 
against 267,360 tons in April last year. The 
principal decreases were in Rotterdam, the 
French Atlantic ports, and the United Kingdom 
(3,000 tons), these being partly offset by gains 
in Dunkirk and Hamburg. ‘The visible supply 
(stocks and afloat) at April 30 was 470,390 
tons, compared with 430,870 tons at the corre- 
sponding date in 1911, and the invisible sup- 
plies in the hands of dealers and consumers 
are obviously much larger than a twelvemonth 
ago, the agricultural demand having of late 
been very slack owing to the unfavorable cli- 
matic conditions. It is generally admitted that 
much nitrate has recently been tendered on the 


Continent to speculative buyers reluctant to 
take delivery, and the numerous resales point 
in the same direction; the market has ccnre- 


quently been decidedly weak, spot having been 
down to the equivalent of 10s. 444d. per cwt. 
in Hamburg, and although attempts are being 
made to brace it up, importers will probably 
find some difficulty in disposing of the cargoes 
now arriving freely with the westerly wind. 
The Birkdale, which sailed from Chili in the 
middle of December with 2,000 tons for Genoa, 


has only just arrived there, after drifting for 
several weeks in the Mediterranean, and too 
late for the season This is practically at 
an end, even in the more northern countries, 
and the bulk of the May deliveries from ports, 
Which last year reached 196,000 tons, will 
merely be transferred to interior points for 
cheap storagé The nitrate position will, in 
fact, for many months to come cease to in- 
terest consumers, although glowing accounts 
of its excellence may assist the ‘‘share-push- 
ing’’ now in full swing. 

We reproduce the report of the 


United States consul at Valparaiso, in 
which he discusses the nitrate industry 


of Chile. His report reads as follows:— 


The nitrate industry starts out well for 1912, 
the production being greater for the first three 
months than ever before for a like period, 
with the exportations very heavy. Duriiig 
March the exports of nitrate amounted to 
$958,000 Spanish quintals (Spanish quintal 
equals 101.4 pounds), against 2,538,700 quin- 
tals for 1911. During March, 1912, the United 
States took 954,100 quintals, against 598,900 
quintals for the same month in 1911. The ex 
ports of nitrate for the first nine months of 
the nitrate year coding June 50, 1912, amount- 
ed ot 45,116,926 quintals, against 40,819,705 
quintals for the same time last year.

very heavy in March, 1912, reaching 10,541,$04 
quintals, against 9,300,983 quintals for the same

$2.75 for blood and $2.60 for tankage, 
but manufacturers are placing but 
small supplies upon the market and 
brokers are selling on a Chicago basis, 
with freightage the only differential 
over Chicago prices. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from South- 
ern points say that there has been a 
demand for herring scrap of this sea- 
son’s catch. Local sellers say the mar- 
ket is marking time and that but very 
little trading is going on at present. 
There is not business enough to estab- 
lish a reliable market quotation.

Ordinary trading is reported in the 
market for dyestuffs. For most articles 
routine demand prevails and special 
features are lacking. New business is 
mainly on jobbing account, but as 
this is not a contracting season there 
is nothing unusual in this. A slowing 
up in the tanning trade in certain quar- 
ters has cut down demand for such ar- 
ticles as are principally used by tan- 
ners. A steady market is reported for 
such materials as are drawn on by sev- 
eral industries. Prices are fairly 
steady, though a decline in price was 
announced for all selections of dextrine 
and starch. A weaker corn market is 
supposed to be the reason for this de- 
cline. Sumac, which has been very 
high in price for some months, is a 
little easier than a week ago, as the 
Dardanelles are again open to naviga- 
tion, but arrivals of supplies are very 
uncertain and the market has contin- 
ued to hold a strong position. With- 
drawals on contracts to Western points 
have increased owing to the opening of 
the all-water route and new business 
from the West is also of an improving 
nature, Detailed comment on the mar- 
ket follows:— . 

ALBUMEN.—Albumens are moving 
in a routine way and new business is 
not appearing in large volumes. The 
market is rather slow, with tanners the 
chief consumers at present. Prices are 
quoted at 22@32c. for blood albumen 
and 42@65c. for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There is 
no change in this market and local 
sellers report steady conditions with 
nothing to distinguish present trading. 
Prices are likewise steady and remain 
at the levels established by the foreign 
syndicate. Quotations are 9144@9%c. for 
salt and 104%@11\e. for aniline oil. 

BICHROMATES.—There is a fair 
demand for bichromates and deliveries 
on old contracts has been of a season- 
able nature. Bichromates of soda has 
been in greater demand than bi- 
chromate of potash. Sellers are steadily 
holding prices at the old level, but 
some second hand sales have been re- 
ported at private figures. The market 
quotations are 5@5i%c. for bichromate 
of soda and 6%@7c. for bichromate of 
potash. 

CUTCH.—Shipments of cutch from 
Rangoon to all parts from January 1 to 
May 6 were 1,750 tons, against 3,300 
tons in 1911 and 1,300 tons in 1910.

I had conferences with some of the leading 
indigo dyers in 1908-1908, and they were all of 
opinion that if natural indigo is to regain its 
supremacy it must be marketed in future as a 
paste like the synthetic indigotine. The con- 
venience to the practical dyer of working with 
a paste is so great that even if he could buv 
natural indigo cheaper than the synthetic prod- 
uct, he would prefer the latter, unless he could 
get the natural indigo in the same convenient 
form, ‘This is not to be wondered at. when we 
consider the great trouble and expense of grind- 
ing the indigo of commerce into a fine paste. 
and when we bear in mind that no erinding 
can ever reduce dry indigo into such an 
atomical fine state of division, as we have it 
in the natural fecula. 

It was thought that the extra freight would 
make it impossible to market the feenla as we 
have it on the draining table. This fecula 
contains only about 6 per cent. of dry indigo 
and if it was marketed in that state, 








mean paying freight on about 94 per cent. 
water. 

But there is no difficulty whatsoever of mar 
keting the indigo as a 20 or 30 per cent. 
paste. I have done so last year and sent small 
samples to a number of people, resulting in 
some orders. The paste was tested on an ordi- 
nary practical scale against the 20 per cent. 
synthetic paste and has been found satisfac- 
tory. 

I have approached the Calcutta Liner Con- 
ference and obtained a reduction of the freight 
for indigo paste to London, the quotation be- 
ing 22s. 6d. per ton, against 60s. for ordinary 
indigo. The East Indian Railway and the 
Bengal and North-Western Railway have also 
granted at my request a considerable reduc- 
tion for this paste and the total freight for 
this paste to London comes now only to Rs. 3 
per maund more than is paid (comparatively 
to its indigotine percentage) for ordinary in- 
digo. This extra cost is fully covered by the 
saving of the loss which occurs in the drying 
house and during the brushing and packing of 
the indigo paste. The planter, moreover, ben- 
efits by being able to market his product im- 
mediately after manufacture. 

The paste sent into the market last year was 
all glucosode-made indigo, the dyeing qualities 
of which—according to the reports received 
are much superior to the indigo made by the 
ordinary manufacturing process. This will, 
of course, require further confirmation. 


MYRABOLANES.—Advices from Cal- 
cutta say that the rates are Rs. 2-8 for 
picked yellow. Rs. 2-4 for No. 1 yellow 
nuts, Rs, 2-2 for ordinary No. 1 yellow 
nuts, Rs. 1-14 to Rs. 1-15 for average 
mixed No. 2 nuts, and Rs. 1-10 to Rs. 
1-11 for No. 3 quality mixed dark hol- 
low nuts of all sizes, respectively, ac- 
cording to grades for prompt and short 
date deliveries. Small nuts of uniform 
size or Australian Bhimries are not 
offering from here in any quantities. 
There has been a fair business doing 
at about the rates quoted for Europe. 
Offerings of average quality No. 2 are 
rather fair. In London a very quiet 
market is reported, with nothing doing 
either in spot or futures. In the local 
market conditions are quiet, with spot 
goods held at $23@30. 


PRUSSIATES.—The market con- 
tinues firm, with stocks limited. Trad- 
ing, while not especially active, is suf- 
ficient to hold the prices quoted at in- 
creased figures. An arrival of 23 casks 
of prussiate of soda from abroad was 
noted during the week. Present quo- 
tations are 9c. for prussiate of soda, 
14@14%c. for yellow prussiate of pot- 
ash, 26@30c. for red prussiate of potash. 


STARCH.—A reduction in price was 


* made during the week and the lower- 


ing in price has had a wholesome effect 
on trading. Present prices are:—Pearl 
starch, $2.28 in bags, $2.39 in barrels: 
Buffalo pearl starch, $2.31 in bags, $2.42 
in barrels; powdered starch, $2.33 in 
bags, $2.44 in barrels; corn starch, $2.36 
in bags, $2.47 in barrels; special warp 
sizing starch, $2.38 in bags; conf, T. B.

Sales for 
local and country consumption and for 
outports are making at the undernoted 
prices. Bengal turmeric is usually 
shipped to Europe from here. Quota- 
tions are for:—Masulipatam, Rs. 10-0-0 
to Rs. 18-8-0; Madras and Gopalpore, 
Rs. 9-12-0 to Rs. 138-4-0; Pabna and 
Kushtea, Rs. 90-0 to Rs. 12-8-0: Daisi 
and Jaggernathpore, Rs. 8-0-0 to Rs.

Petroleum Spirits. 


Specifications for petroleum spirits (tur- 
pentine substitute) issued by the Navy 
Department March 1, 1912. sunerseding 
“Specifications 52T3,"’ issued May 10, 1911:— 


1. The hydrocarbon distillate must be prop- 
erly prepared, unmixed with any other sub- 
stance, and must be pure, sweet, clear. water- 
white and strictly neutral in reaction. 

2. When 100 ce. of the distillate are sub- 
mitted to a continuous distillation. using an 
Engler flask and a condenser 22 inches long 
at an angle of 30 degrees when horizontal, and 
cooled with ice water, the first drop shall issue 


it wouldfrom the condenser at a temperature not less 


——— 














than 265 degrees F. and 98% per cent. shall 
distill below 470 degrees F. 

3. When 10 cc. of the distillate, placed in a 
glass crystallizing dish 2% inches in diameter 
and 1% inches high, and placed in a_ steam 
bath maintained at a temperature of 212 de- 
grees F., are evaporated, not more than 2-10 
per cent. of residue shall remain after 2% 
hours. 

4. When sufficient quantity of the liquid is 
mixed with pure, dry, basic lead carbonate to 
form a creamy paste and spread on clean glass 
plate maintained at a temperature of 250 de- 
grees F. for two hours, there shall be no per- 
ceptible darkening or change in the color of 
the white lead. 

5. The flash test point will not be less than 
85 degrees F. when determined by the closed 
Abel tester method, the test being made in 
the usual official manner. If an Abel tester 
is not available when specifically authorized. 
flash point shall not be less than 100 degrees 
F., as determined in an open tester filled 
within a quarter of an inch of its rim with a 
sample of the hydrocarbon distillate, which 
may be drawn at will from any one can of 
the lot offered under the proposal. This tester 
thus filled will be floated on water contained 
in a metal receptacle. The temperature of 
the water will be gradually and steadily raised 
from its normal temperature of about 60 de- 
grees F. by applying a gas or spirit flame un- 
der the receptacles. The temperature of the 
water is to be increased at the uniform rate 
of 2 degrees F. per minute. The taper flame 
should consist of a small bead of gas. the 
size of a pea, burning with a steady flame and 
held horizontally; it is to be used at every 
increase of 1 degree temperature, beginning at 
90 degrees F. It is to be drawn horizontally 
over the surface of the hydrocarbon distillate 
and on a level with the rim of the tester. 
The temperature will be determined by placing 
a thermometer in the hydrocarbon distillate 
contained in the tester so that the bulb will 
be wholly immersed in the liquid. 

(a) Inspection and Delivery—To be delivered 
in tank cars, barrels, cans and cases, or other 
containers, as specifically ordered. If delivered 
in tank cars the quantity will be determined 
when cars are completely filled by taking the 
ear capacity from the gauge table published 
under authority of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the quantity to be corrected for 
temperature; if not completely filled the quan- 
tity to be determined by weight. The unit of 
quantity shall be a gallon (231 cubic inches) at 
60 degrees F., the number of pounds per gal- 
lon to be determined by the specific gravity of 
the distillate at 60 degrees F. multiplied bv 
8.33 pounds, the weight of 1 gallon of water 
at the same temperature. 

When delivered in barrels 
eapacity of about 50 gallons, the barrels will 
be plainly marked with the gross weight, net 
weight, and name of material, and 10 per cent. 
of the total number of barrels will be taken 
to verify the average net weight delivered. 
If the markings on these barrels are found in- 
correct the whole delivery will be checked at 
the contractor’s expense: number of gallons 
to be determined by weight by multinlying the 
specific gravity of the distillate at @0 degrees 
F. by 8.33 pounds, the weight of a gallon (231 
cubic inches of water) at 60 degrees F. 

Rarrels to remain the property of the con- 
tractor; those barrels in good condition to be 
returned by the government at the contractor’s 
expense within six months after date of de- 
livery; all barrels not returned within this 
neriod will be paid for at a rate of 75 cents per 
barrel, chargeable to the apnopriation under 
which the material was purchased or used. 

Tf delivery is required in cans and cases, the 
same shall conform to the latest specifications 
for cans and cases, issued by the Navy Denart- 
ment, the quantity to be determined by taking 
the gross weight of 10 per cent. of the total 
number of cans to determine the average gross 
weight delivered: one-tenth of this will be 
emptied to determine the average tare, and the 
total net weight delivered will be obtained 
by using the average weights thus found. 


Official gaugers’ certificates for barrels or 
tank cars will be also accepted for the quan- 
tity represented, provided same can be fur- 
nished unless container shows evidence of loss 
by leakage or other loss in transit, when the 
number of gallons delivered will be ascertained 
by gauging by weight as described above.
